Overseas  Trade  Development  Council 

We  are  informed  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Depart 
ment  of  Overseas  Trade  has  for  some  time  felt  that  the 
usefulness  of  his  Department  would  be  strengthened  by 
the  creation  of  a  special  organisation  to  examine  the 
problems  of  export  trade,  study  present  and  potential 
markets,  constantly  review  the  volume  and  trend  of 
trade,  investigate  reasons  for  decline  in  exports  by 
trades  and  markets,  and  ascertain  possible  remedies  with 
the  object  of  the  profitable  expansion  of  British  trade. 
For  this  purpose  the  Overseas  Trade  Development 
Council  has  been  set  up.    The  personnel  is  as  follows:  — 

Mr.  G.  M.  Gillett,  M.P.  (Secretary,  Department  of  Over- 
seas Trade),  chairman ;  Sir  Edward  Crowe  (Comptroller- 
General,  Department  of  Overseas  Trade) ;  Mr.  G.  I.  H. 
Lloyd  (Department  of  Overseas  Trade) ;  Mr.  Louis  Beale 
(Department  of  Overseas  Trade)  ;  Mr.  Arthur  Mullins 
(Department  of  Overseas  Trade)  ;  a  representative  of  the 
Lord  Privy  Seal's  Office ;  and  the  following  representatives 
of  commerce :  Sir  Gilbert  Vyle,  Mr.  L.  W,  Matters,  Mr. 
Hugh  Lewis,  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Horner. 

This  standing  Council,  which  will  work  in  the  closest 
co-operation  with  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  will  constantly 
examine  the  state  of  export  trade  as  a  whole,  and  in 
order  that  its  work  should  be  as  valuable  and  specific 
as  possible,  when  particular  trades,  industries  or  markets 
are  being  reviewed,  special  representatives  of  trade  and 
industry  will  be  invited  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Council.  Accordingly  a  panel  of  representatives,  who 
will  assist  the  work  of  the  Council,  and  who  will  be 
available  for  informal  consultations,  is  being  formed. 
The  following  representatives  of  industry  have  consented 
to  serve  on  the  panel :  — 

Sir  Arthur  Balfour,  Bt.,  Lord  Barnby,  Sir  Ernest  Jardine, 
Bt.,  Sir  William  J.  Larke,  Mr.  Kenneth  Lee,  Sir  William 
Clare  Lees,  Mr.  J.  G.  Nicholson,  Mr.  P.  J.  Pybus,  M.P., 
Mr.  G.  E.  Rowland,  Dr.  E.  C.  Snow,  and  Major  Frank 
Wedgwood. 

Mr.  Louis  Beale,  in  collaboration  with  the  overseas 
officers  of  the  Department,  will  be  responsible  for  special 
investigations  in  overseas  markets.  Mr.  Mullins  will 
act  as  secretary  to  the  Council,  and  will  be  liaison  officer 
between  the  Council  and  the  home  industries. 

Fairchild  Scholarship  and  Prizes 

The  examination  for  the  Fairchild  scholarship  and 
prizes  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  June  19,  in  London, 
Manchester,  Dublin,  Belfast,  Edinburgh  and  Cardiff. 
The  value  of  the  scholarship  is  £60,  and  there  is  a 
prize  of  £5  for  the  best  candidate  in  England,  Wales, 
Scotland  and  Ireland.  The  subjects  are  chemistry, 
physics,  and  botany  of  the  Preliminary  Scientific  stan- 
dard, and  such  elements  of  pharmacy,  prescription 
reading,  business  knowledge  and  poisons  law  as  may 
be  acquired  during  apprenticeship.  The  scholarship  is 
tenable  at  any  school  of  pharmacy  recognised  by  the 
respective  Pharmaceutical  societies.  It  is  presented  by 
Fairchild  Brothers  &  Foster.  The  last  day  of  entry  is 
June  1,  and  the  forms  are  now  ready.  Candidates  for 
this  examination  must  not  be  less  than  nineteen  years 
of  age  on  July  1,  1930,  and  not  more  than  twenty -two 
years  of  age  on  January  1,  1930.  Application  should 
be  made  to  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner,  Albert  Chambers, 
65  Holborn  Viaduct,  London,  E.C.i,  secretary  to  the 
trustees. 

Inquests 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Epsom,  on  April  5,  on  the 
body  of  Mr.  Carl  Ernest  Wharton,  a  director  of  the 
Surrey  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  North  Cheam.  Evidence  was 
given  by  Miss  Violet  Lawton,  chemist  and  druggist,  a 
director  of  the  company,  that  after  Mr.  Wharton's 
death  she  found  that  a  bottle  of  hydrocyanic  acid  had 
been  opened.  Mr.  H.  P.  Smith,  Cheam,  another 
director,  said  that  everything  in  the  business  was  in 
perfect  order.    Evidence  was  also  given  by  Mr.  P.  G. 
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Pattison  that  Mr.  Wharton  had  been  depressed  at  times. 
The  coroner  recorded  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  death 
was  due  to  hydrocyanic  acid,  self-administered  while  of 
unsound  mind.

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Legal  Reports 

Irregular  Sale  of  Poison. — At  Ross,  Herefordshire, 
recently,  Mr.  John  F.  Hart,  Ph.C,  was  summoned  for 
selling  a  Part  I  poison  to  a  stranger.  Mr.  T.  A. 
Matthews,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  defendant  and 
pleaded  "  Guilty."  Mr.  J.  Moore,  solicitor,  prosecuting 
on  behalf  of  the  police,  admitted  that  Mr.  Hart  was 
very  frank  with  the  police  and  gave  them  every  assist- 
ance. Mr.  Matthews  said  Mr.  Hart  accepted  full  respon- 
sibility for  what  happened.  He  expressed  sincere  regret. 
A  fine  of  £2,  with  £3  12s.  6d.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Dentists  Acts. — At  Grimsby  Police  Court,  recently, 
Harold  Willoughby  Darley,  Cleethorpes,  was  summoned 
for  unlawfully  practising  as  a  dentist  without  being 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  Dentists  Act,  1878, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  192 1.  There  was  a  further 
summons  for  holding  himself  out  to  be  a  dentist.  The 
defendant  pleaded  "  Not  guilty  "  to  both  charges.  Mr. 
H.  K.  Bloomer,  for  the  Dental  Board,  said  that  the 
defendant's  name  was  entered  on  the  Register  in  1922, 
but  he  had  not  paid  the  prescribed  fee  for  1930,  and  his 
name  had  accordingly  been  struck  off.  Up  to  the 
present  time  the  defendant's  plate  had  been  outside 
his  residence,  and  he  submitted  that  the  defendant 
knew  perfectly  well  that  it  was  wrong  for  him  to  do 
this.  Evidence  would  be  called  to  show  that  he  had  prac- 
tised since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Chairman: 
It  is  a  technical  offence.  Mr.  Bloomer:  The  Board  do 
not  ask  for  a  heavy  penalty,  hut  I  am  instructed  to 
ask  for  a  conviction.  Evidence  of  practice  having  been 
given,  the  defendant  said  that  if  he  extracted  a  tooth 
it  was  before  he  received  notice  from  the  Board  that 
he  had  been  struck  off  the  Register.  He  had  been  put 
in  difficulties,  and  that  was  the  reason  he  had  not 
paid  the  fee.  The  magistrates  refused  to  register  a 
conviction,  but  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  4s.  costs 
on  each  summons. 

Cassia  Oil  Arbitration  Dispute.— A  Divisional  Court 
of  King's  Bench,  consisting  of  Lords  Justices  Greer 
and  Romer,  on  March  20  dismissed  a  motion  by  Mr.  W. 
Naumann  as  buyer  of  ten  cases  of  cassia  oil  to  set 
aside  an  award  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Radermacher  as  umpire 
m  an  arbitration  between  Mr.  Naumann  and  Messrs 
Edward  Nathan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  sellers  of  the  oil. 
Mr.  Naumann's  complaint  was  that  Mr.  Radermacher 
acted  unjudicially  in  not  hearing  evidence,  and  in 
sending  samples  to  an  independent  analyst,  and  accept- 
ing the  analyst's  report  without  forming  an  opinion 
of  his  own.  Mr.  Clement  Davies,  counsel  for  appel- 
lant, said  that  what  was  purchased  was  an  ordinary 
natural  cassia  oil,  but  when  the  goods  arrived  in  this 
country  a  sample  was  taken  by  the  buyer.  He  did 
not  like  the  smell  of  it,  and  sent  it  to  a  well-known 
analyst,  and  he  reported  that  it  contained  artificial 
cmnamic  aldehyde,  and  was  therefore  not  a  natural 
oil,  and  another  German  chemist  reported  the  same 
thing.  The  buyer  claimed  to  reject,  and  arbitration 
followed.  The  umpire,  Mr.  Radermacher,  asked  for 
another  sample,  and  he  sent  that  to  a  third  analyst,  who 
reported  that  the  cassia  was  of  low  gravity,  but  that 
he  could  not  find  any  chlorine  or  any  traces  of  artifi- 
cial cinnamic  aldehyde.  The  analyst  added  that  he 
found  the  cassia  to  be  of  merchantable  quality.  The 
umpire  issued  his  award  on  that  report,  without  making 
up  his  own  mind.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  arguments 
Lord  Justice  Greer,  in  delivering  judgment  dismissing 
the  appeal,  held  that  as  the  parties  had  formally 
agreed  to  the  arbitration  which  had  taken  place,  and 
that  having  regard  to  the  way  the  buyer  had  presented 
his  case,  he  had  precluded  himself  from  any  right  to 
complain.  Lord  Tustice  Romer  concurred,  and  the 
appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed.  [We  understand 
from  Mr.  Naumann  that  he  intends  to  appeal  against 
the  decision. — Editor.] 

Osteopath  Prescribes  Diamorphine.— At  Marylebone- 
Police  Court,  London,  on  April  7,  Jonathan  Randolph 
McConney,  a  native  of  Trinidad,  practising  as  an  osteo- 
path m  Upper  George  Street,  W.i,  was  summoned 
for  procuring  diamorphine  for  a  patient  by  means  of  a 


prescription,  he  not  being  a  person  authorised  to  do  so. 
The  defendant  pleaded  "  Guilty."  Mr.  Gwatkin,  for 
the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions,  said  that  the  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  under  Regulation  2  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1928,  in  pursuance 
of  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920.  It 
appeared  that  the  defendant  took  premises  at  21  Upper 
George  Street  and  put  up  a  plate  describing  himself  as 
Dr.  R.  McConney.  He  was  not  registered  here  -as  a 
medical  practitioner,  and  he  was  therefore  not  a  doctor 
so  far  as  this  country  was  concerned,  although  he  held 
American  diplomas.  He  then  went  to  Mr.  Beckenstein, 
manager  of  the  Hygienic  Stores,  Ltd.,  24  Edgware  Road, 
and  opened  an  account,  saying  that  he  had  started  a 
practice  in  Upper  George  Street.  Subsequently  he 
examined  a  Mrs.  Booer,  and  asked  Mr.  Beckenstein  to 
make  up  a  prescription  for  her.  The  prescription  con- 
tained diamorphine.  There  was  no  doubt  that  he  knew 
that  it  was  a  "  dangerous  "  drug,  because  he  remarked 
that  it  would  have  to  be  entered  in  the  "  dangerous  " 
drugs  register.  Mrs.  Booer  took  the  medicine.  The 
defendant  said  that  until  January  1,  1929,  the  prepara- 
tion he  prescribed  v/as  not  listed  as  a  "  dangerous  " 
drug.  Had  he  known  it  was  forbidden  he  certainly 
would  not  have  prescribed  it.  Mr.  Gwatkin:  He  told 
the  chemist  that  this  prescription  would  have  to  be 
entered  in  the  "  dangerous  "  drugs  book.  The  defen- 
dant: I  did  not.  Mr.  Gwatkin  called  the  qualified 
manager  of  the  Hygienic  Stores,  who  gave  evidence  of 
dispensing  the  prescription.  The  defendant,  he  said, 
remarked  when  handing  in  the  prescription  that  it  was 
a  "  dangerous  "  drug  prescription,  and  that  was  why 
he  wrote  his  name  in  full  and  address  on  it.  The  defen- 
dant (cross-examining) :  And  it  is  necessary  to  give  full 
qualifications  as  well? — I  beg  to  differ  on  that  point.  I 
have  a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the 
effect  that  it  is  not  necessary.  He  has  to  put  his  full 
name,  his  address,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
patient.  The  defendant  said  that  the  fact  that  the  wit- 
ness was  doubtful  about  the  medical  qualifications  being 
stated,  and  did  not  ask  for  them,  rather  supported  his 
statement  that  they  believed  it  was  not  a  "  dangerous  " 
diug.  The  magistrate  remarked  that  there  seemed  to 
him,  after  hearing  the  evidence  of  the  chemist,  no  doubt 
that  the  defendant  did  know  tfiat  this  was  a 
"  dangerous  "  drug.  A  fine  of  £10,  with  £5  5s.  costs, 
was  imposed.

first  half-year  gave  every  indication  that  the  profit  for 
1929  would  exceed  that  for  1928.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  however,  trading  conditions  became 
less  and  less  favourable,  reaching  at  the  end  actual 
depression:  so  that  in  the  result  the  trading  profit,  after 
writing  off  in  full  the  increased  expenditure  on  pub- 
licity, from  which  next  year  and  future  years  will 
benefit,  is  less  ;than  for  1928.  Dealing  with  the  profit 
and  loss  account,  the  chairman  said  that  the  trading 
profit  is  some  £8,700  less  than  for  1928,  although  it  is 
the  highest  reached  with  the  exception  of  that  year. 
On  the  other  hand,  prior  charges  being  £13,105  com- 
pared with  £17,933  for  1928,  the  adverse  difference  is 
reduced  to  £3,900.  This  saving  is  due  to  a  smaller 
debit  in  respect  of  income-tax,  consequent  upon  the  fact 
that  dividends  are  now  shown  in  the  accounts  as  gross 
amounts  instead  of  net,  and  to  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
amortisation  of  leaseholds  and  depreciation  of  plant. 
The  writing  down  of  these  assets  has  been  done  on  the 
same  ample  scale  as  formerly,  but  the  1928  figure  con- 
tained a  non-recurrent  item.  The  figure  for  amortisa- 
tion will  be  greater  in  future  on  account  of  the  addi- 
tional leaseholds  recently  acquired.  The  available 
balance,  including  the  amount  brought  forward  from 
1928,  is  only  some  £600  less  than  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  board  has  recommended  again  placing  £15,000 
to  reserve,  and  the  payment  of  a  final  dividend  of  5  per 
cent,  on  the  ordinary  shares,  which,  with  the  interim 
dividend  distributed  last  November,  makes  8  per  cent, 
for  the  year — the  same  as  the  previous  year's  figure. 
This  leaves  £10,428  to  be  carried  forward.  Dealing 
with  the  balance  sheet,  the  chairman  said  that  it  would 
be  seen  that  freehold  and  leasehold  properties  are  higher. 
Being  badly  in  need  of  more  accommodation  at  Graham 
Street,  the  company  had  been  fortunate  in  securing  the 
adjoining  premises.  The  building  operations  necessary 
to  equip  these  premises  so  as  to  render  them  suitable 
for  the  company's  requirements  are  now  completed,  and 
they  expected  to  enter  into  occupation  in  the  near 
future.  The  relief  afforded  by  this  increased  accommo- 
dation is  expected  to  result  in  improved  service  and  in 
more  efficient  working  of  the  various  departments.  The 
company  have  also  secured  and  equipped  excellent 
premises  in  Liverpool,  which  were  opened  on  January  1 
this  year.  This  warehouse  is  now  in  full  use  as  a  dis- 
tributing depot  for  B.D.H.  products  for  Liverpool  and 
district,  enabling  them  to  handle  orders  with  the  utmost 
dispatch  and  to  provide  an  efficient  service  and  an 
economic  distribution  in  that  area.  The  figure  for  plant 
and  machinery  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Stock 
is  slightly  higher,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  company  now  hold  a  stock  of  their  products  in 
Liverpool  and  also  in  certain  oversea  markets.  Debtors 
are  less,  which  is  a  satisfactory  feature.  The  assets  side 
remains  free  of  any  figure  for  goodwill  or  trade  marks, 
and  the  balance  sheet  on  the  whole  presents  the  same 
healthy  appearance  as  before.    Under  the  forward  policy 


outlined  a  year  ago,  and  actively  pursued  since,  the 
company's  export  trade  has  continued  to  make  head- 
way, despite  the  world-wide  depression.  This  result  is 
due  to  the  growing  demand  in  oversea  markets  for 
medical  and  scientific  products  of  the  company's  manu- 
facture. Other  matters  dealt  with  by  the  chairman  in- 
cluded prescribing  under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act,  the  value  of  vitamin  productions,  and  the  changes 
on  the  board  of  directors.  Congratulatory  speeches 
followed  from  Mr.  J.  O.  Devereux,  J. P.,  Mr.'  W.  A.  H. 
Naylor  and  Dr.  F.  H.  Carr,  C.B.E.,  D.Sc,  F.I.C.  The 
report  and  accounts  were  unanimously  adopted.

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Traffic  in  Opium  and  other 
Dangerous  Drugs  has  submitted  to  the  Council  of  the 
League  of  Nations  a  report  (C.  138.  M.  51)  on  its 
thirteenth  session,  held  at  Geneva  from  January  20  to 
February  14.  The  report,  which  extends  to  thirty- 
eight  folio  pages,  recapitulates  the  steps  already  taken 
towards  limiting  the  production  of  narcotic  drugs 
throughout  the  world  (C.  &  D.,  1929,  II,  527),  and 
gives  in  its  fifth  appendix  the  following  plan  for  limi- 
tation of  manufacture :  — 

Fixation  of  the  World  Production 

(i)  An  estimate  of  its  requirements  for  medical  and  scien- 
tific purposes  in  respect  of  the  drugs  referred  to  in  the 
Assembly's  resolution  during  the  ensuing  year  should  be 
furnished  annually  by  each  country. 

Countries  which  convert  morphine  into  codeine  will  be 
asked  to  include  separately  in  their  estimate  the  amount  of 
morphine  they  wish  to-  manufacture  or  import  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  conversion. 

(ii)  If  a  country  does  not  furnish  an  estimate,  an  estimate 
will  be  made  by  the  central  authority  designated  in  the 
Convention  to  be  concluded. 

(hi)  The  total  of  these  estimates  will  be  the  amount  to  be 
manufactured  during  the  year  to  which  they  refer.  ' 

(iv)  The  estimates  should  be  furnished  by  a  date  (to  be 
fixed  by  the  Convention)  which  will  allow  the_  total  world 
manufacture  for  the  ensuing  year  to  be  ascertained  not  less 

than    (  )    months  before  the  commencement  of  that 

year. 

(v)  The  estimates  will  be  binding — that  is,  it  will  not  be 
permissible  for  the  country  to  import  mow  in  the  course  of 
the  year  than  it  has  estimated ;  but  it  will  be  open  to  the 
Government  of  a  country  at  any  time,  in  case  of  need,  to 
furnish  a  revised  estimate,  with  an  explanation  of  the  cir- 
cumstances which  justify  the  revision,  and  the  revised  esti- 
mate will  thereupon  be  substituted  for  the  original  estimate. 
Arrangements  will  be  necessary  for  notifying  the  change  to 
the  manufacturing  countries. 

(vi)  The  Governments  will  be  asked  to  base  their  estimates 
on  as  exact  an  ascertainment  as  possible  of  the  actual  con- 
sumption of  the  drugs  for  medical  and  scientific  purposes 
in  their  territory  at  the  time.  If  the  estimate  includes  a 
margin  to  cover  possible  fluctuations  of  demand,  the  Govern- 
ment should  be  asked  to  state  what  margin  they  have 
allowed. 

(vii)  It  will  be  permissible  to  include  in  the  estimate  the 
amount  required  for  (o)  the  'establishment,  or  (6)  the  main- 
tenance of  such  Government  reserve  stocks  as  the  Govern- 
ment considers  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  State,  whether 
for  purely  Government  use  or  for  general  use  to  meet  excep- 
tional circumstances  such  as  the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic. 
This  amount  should,  however,  be  6tated  separately  in  the 
estimate. 

(viii)  These  estimates  will  not  be  subject  to  revision  by 
the  central  authority  mentioned  above,  but  it  will  be  open 
to  that  authority  to  ask  for  explanations  from  the  Govern- 
ment concerned  in  the  case  of  any  estimate  that  appears  to 
be  extravagant. 

Allocation  of  the  World  Production  between  the 
Manufacturing  Countries 

(i)  The  allocation  of  the  quotas  will  be  a  matter  for 
arrangement  either  between  the  Governments  of  the  manu- 
facturing countries  or  between  the  manufacturers  themselves 
with  the  approval  of  their  Governments. 

(ii)  Unless  otherwise  agreed  by  the  manufacturing  coun- 
tries, the  allocation  would  be_  based  on  the  present  normal 
production  of  the  manufacturing  countries  for  medical  and 
scientific  purposes.  Production  which  has  gone  to  supply 
the  illicit  traffic  would,  so  far  as  it  can  be  estimated,  be 
excluded. 

(iii)  The  Government  of  each  manufacturing  country 
should  undertake  in  the  proposed  Convention  to  enforce  the 
quota  allocated  to  it,  that  is,  to  limit  the  production  of  the 
drugs  by  its  manufacturers  during  the  year  to  the  amount 
allocated. 

(iv)  Each  manufacturing  country  would  be  entitled  to 
make,  if  it  so  desires,  the  amounts  of  drugs  required  for  us 
own  medical  and  scientific  needs,  and  to-  have  its  quota 
fixed  on  this  basis. 

(v)  Should  a  country  not  at  present  manufacturing  the 
drugs  propose  in  the  future  to  undertake  such  manufacture, 
it  is  not  prevented  from  doing  so,  but  should  be  required  to 


give  not  less  than  (  )  months'  notice  of  its  intention 

to  the  central  authority  mentioned  above,  in  order  that  a 
readjustment  of  the  quotas  may  be  made.  If  it  is  proposed 
that  the  new  factory  shall  produce  only  for  the  domestic 
needs  of  the  country,  the  readjustment  will  involve  merely 
a  proportionate  reduction  of  the  amounts  allocated  to  the 
existing  manufacturing  countries.  If,  however,  it  is  pro- 
posed that  the  new  factory  shall  produce  for  the  export  trade 
as  well  as  for  domestic  needs,  negotiations  with  all  the 
manufacturing  countries  would  become  necessary,  and  should 
be  undertaken  before  the  new  factory  is  established. 

Control  of  Distribution 

(i)  Full  liberty  would  be  preserved  for  every  country  to 
send  its  orders  to  whatever  country  or  firm  it  pleased.  No 
obligation  would  be  placed  on  a  country  to  state  in  advance 
where  it  proposed  to  obtain  the  drugs  or  the  medical  pre- 
parations containing  the  drugs  which  it  may  require. 

(ii)  Before  the  Government  of  the  country  to  which  an 
order  is  sent  grants  an  authorisation  for  the  export  of  the 
consignment,  it  must  be  satisfied  that  the  country  from  which 
the  order  has  come  is  entitled  to  receive  the  quantity 
ordered.  To  make  this  possible  there  must  be  some  central 
office  which  will  be  kept  currently  informed  of  all  orders 
received  and  supplies  made.  On  application,  this  office 
would  furnish  a  note,  for  production  to  the  Government  of 
the  country  to  which  the  order  was  sent,  stating  whether  or 
not  the  order  would  or  would  not  cause  an  excess  over  the 
estimate  furnished  by  the  country  from  which  the  order 
came. 

(iii)  The  constitution  and  maintenance  of  this  central  office 
will  be  a  matter  in  the  first  instance  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Governments_  of  the  supplying  countries.  (The  phrase 
"  supplying  countries "  is  used  and  not  "  manufacturing 
countries  "  because  it  may  be  there  will  be  some  countries 
which,  by  reason  of  their  having  a  business  in  the  manu- 
facture of  medicinal  preparations  or  for  other  reasons,  are 
important  centres  of  distribution.)  It  might  possibly  take 
the  form  of  a  simple  "  information  office  "  or  "  clearing- 
house," established  by  the  countries  concerned,  or  it  might 
form  part  of  the  organisation  of  a  manufacturers'  associa- 
tion. In  either  case,  adequate  arrangements  for  indepen- 
dent supervision  would  be  necessary. 

The  Subcommittee  responsible  for  this  scheme  adds 
other  observations  on  the  probabilities  of  its  working. 
The  report  also  contains  a  digest  of  annual  reports 
received  from  various  governments  and  observation  on 
the  illicit  traffic  in  narcotic  drugs  in  several  parts  of 
the  world,  lhe  other  eight  appendices  include  lists  of 
signatures  to  the  Hague  Convention  and  the  two  Opium 
Conferences  of  the  year  1925,  tabulated  statements  of 
annual  reports  received,  lists  of  authorised  factories, 
a  revised  form  of  annual  report,  and  a  statement  of 
shipments  of  Persian  opium  for  the  period  December  1, 
1928,  to  November  30,  1929.

J.  D.  Jenkins;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  J.  Harris;  Committee, 
Messrs.  Jabez  A.  Jones,  G.  C.  Jenkins,  J.  Murray,  J.  T. 
Day,  A.  T.  Mogg,  J.  Lee  Jones,  E.  A.  Ward,  E.  R. 
Goundry.  The  chairman  gave  a  short  account  of  the 
report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  the  definition  of 
drugs  for  the  purposes  of  medical  benefit.  The  report 
of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Poisons  was  men- 
tioned, but  the  discussion  was  deferred  until  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  had  reported  to  the  Branches. 

Leeds. — A  largely  attended  meeting  of  members  of 
the  Leeds  and  District  Branch,  together  with  invited 
visitors,  was  held  on  April  3  at  Leeds  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  an  address  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (general 
secretary  of  the  R.P.U.)  on  current  topics  as  affecting 
the  R.P.U.  and  its  members.  The  meeting  was  pre- 
ceded by  a  supper.  Mr.  Harold  Lancaster  (chairman  of 
the  Leeds  Branch)  presided,  and  was  supported  by 
Mr.  H.  Gilleghan  (chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the 
R.P.U.),  Mr.  J.  Judge  (Wakefield),  and  Mr.  John 
Lancaster  (secretary  and  past-chairman  of  the  Branch, 
and  father  of  the  present  chairman) .  Mr.  Mallinson 
said  he  thought  pharmacy  was  probably  faced  with  the 
prospect  of  more  crises  than    ever    in    its  history. 

Departmental  Committee's  Report 

As  to  the  Departmental  Committee's  report,  he 
said  it  had  its  good  points  and  its  bad  ones.  The 
good  points,  so  far  as  he  could  see,  affected  individuals 
only  indirectly  through  their  effect  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  as  a  statutory  body.  The  bad  points 
all  affected  the  chemist  individually.  He  was  rather 
glad  for  the  moment  that,  as  he  did  not  happen  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council, 
nor  had  there  been  time  yet  for  him  to  get  any  instruc- 
tions from  his  own  Executive,  he  could  speak  frankly 
and  say  pretty  well  what  he  liked,  so  long  as  they 
took  his  views  as  personal  ones  rather  than  official. 
It  would  be  well  for  them  to  take  the  long  view,  and 
in  doing  so  they  could  not  fail  to  recognise  that  the 
proposed  registration  of  chemists — which  was,  in  effect, 
what  was  involved  by  compulsory  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society — would  put  them  in  the  good 
company  of  doctors,  dentists  and  others,  and  should 
prove  a  helpful  step  towards  a  sounder  professional 
standing.  The  same  thing  applied,  if  in  lesser  degree,  to 
the  proposed  registration  of  businesses.  They  might 
consider  it  a  liability,  but  it  was  a  liability  which 
would  have  its  benefits,  including  control  of  every 
chemist's  shop,  and  would  bring  the  company  and  co- 
operative societies'  shops  directly  within  the  purview 
of  the  Society — and,  incidentally,  make  them  contribu- 
tors to  the  annual  revenue  of  the  Society.  The  great 
value  would  be  in  keeping  track  of  every  chemist 
business;  but  this  would  involve  inspection  and  exami- 
nation, probably  of  a  more  searching  nature  than  any 
to  which  they  had  hitherto  been  accustomed,  even 
though  some  chemists  did  feel  they  had  been  put  to  a 
good  deal  of  inconvenience  and  irritation  by  Home 
Office  inspectors  under  the  D.D.  Acts — inspectors  whose 
powers  were  substantially  less  than  were  likely  to  be 
held  by  inspectors  under  the  proposed  new  conditions. 
The  second  part  of  the  report,  dealing  entirely  with 
poisons,  proposed  to  take  away  from  chemists  their 
existing  exclusive  rights  in  regard  to  poisons,  and  if  that 
were  so,  and  the  Government  felt  that  the  proposed  ex- 


tension of  licensed  poisons  sellers  were  really  necessary  in 
the  public  interest,  then  it  seemed  to  him  that  the 
organisations  of  pharmacy  must  press  very  strongly 
their  claim  to  some  compensation  in  the  way  of  some 
restriction  on  the  sale  of  medicines  for  human  internal 
use.  Speaking  of  the  new  Committee  to  inquire  into 
the  practice  of  price  maintenance,  Mr.  Mallinson  said 
this  was  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  chemists  and 
their  P.A.T.A.,  and  maintained  that  it  was  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  the  calling  that  some  rights  should 
be  retained  to  establish  sound  prices  by  agreement 
with  the  manufacturers.  He  was  certain  that  the  new 
Committee  had  little  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  task 
it  had  undertaken.  He  had  only  the  previous  day 
attended  a  conference  called  by  the  motor  trade,  and 
representatives  of  almost  every  trade  in  the  country-, 
to  see  what  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  protection 
of  the  right  of  price  maintenance  and  what  evidence 
might  be  given  before  the  Committee.  It  was  intended 
to  prepare  a  case  and  have  it  presented  by  a  leading 
economic  or  legal  expert.  Speaking  of  the  evidence 
given  before  the  Licensing  Commission  by  Mr.  Linstead 
and  himself,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  there  was  no  doubt 
chemists  had  in  some  respects  been  in  an  illogical 
position  as  licence-holders,  and  that  there  had  been 
anomalies  which  would  probably  have  to  be  rectified. 

Disclosure  of  Formulas 

In  regard  to  the  Order  by  the  Board  of  Customs 
that  chemists  must  state  the  full  ingredients  and  quan- 
tities on  the  labels  of  known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies,  the  R.P.U.  was  definitely  challenging  the 
right  of  the  Board  to  make  this  change,  particularly 
in  regard  to  B.P.  and  B.P.C.  preparations,  and  chal- 
lenged their  right  to  cancel  what  chemists  had  been 
doing  for  twenty-five  years  in  regard  to  P.F.  and 
P.J.F.  .  They  were  not  prepared  to  admit  the  Board's 
right  to  reverse  its  own  previous  decision  on  those  now 
existing.  He  was  glad  to  say  a  wonderful  degree  of 
agreement  had  been  reached  with  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  the  matter  of  responsibility  for  prescribing 
proprietary  articles  under  N.H.I. ,  and  if  the  provisions 
of  the  recently  completed  report  of  the  Drug  Advisory 
Committee  were  embodied  in  new  regulations  the 
chemist  would  be  able  safely  to  accept  and  dispense  a 
prescription  including  a  proprietary  article  and  expect 
payment  for  it.  Mr.  Mallinson  expressed  a  hope  that 
the  prospective  remodelling  of  regulations  in  regard  to 
methylated  spirit  would  result  in  the  production  of  a 
list  of  preparations  which  the  chemist  might  manufac- 
ture with  this  spirit,  including  a  number  of  things 
which  they  had  not  hitherto  been  entitled  to  make 
without  individual  permission  from  the  Board  of 
Customs  for  each  article.  In  referring  to  the  next 
Pharmacy  Week,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  there  had  been 
some  complaint  of  too  much  fettering  by  headquarters 
in  the  matter  of  window  display  in  the  first  Pharmacy 
Week.  It  was  intended  on  this  occasion  to  give  much 
wider  liberty.  Concluding  with  a  reference  to  the 
matter  of  organisation,  he  felt  the  present  branch  system 
was  not  getting  effectively  down  to  the  individual,  and 
would  need  some  revision.  Without  any  desire  to  dis- 
turb the  branches,  he  thought  a  most  effective  method 
of  organisation  would  be  to  have,  say,  one  in  every 
five  members  as  a  responsible  liaison  link  between 
headquarters  and  his  immediate  little  group  for  receiv- 
ing and  passing  on  periodical  information,  correspon- 
dence and  guidance.  Mr.  Mallinson  answered  several 
questions.  Mr.  H.  Gilleghan,  in  moving  a  vote  of 
thanks,  said  he  entirely  approved  the  scheme  suggested 
by  Mr.  Mallinson.

Ophthalmic  Opticians'  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmic 
Opticians  was  held  at  the  Cafe  Royal,  London,  W., 
on  March  20,  Mr.  H.  L.  Truscott,  chairman  of  the 
Council,  presiding.  Alderman  A.  M.  Matthews,  J. P., 
C.C.,  proposed  "  The  Institute."  He  rejoiced  with  the 
members  that,  on  this  occasion,  they  were  celebrating 
the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  their  Institute.  (Ap- 
plause.) He  imagined  the  struggle  they  had  to  start 
and  carry  on,  but  to-day  they  had  a  membership  of 
over  2,350.  He  congratulated  them  not  only  because 
of  their  aims  and  objects,  but  also  because  of  the' 
London  Refraction  Hospital.  He  remembered  also  that 
they  had  established  a  Benevolent  Fund.  Not  only 
were  they  seeking  to  help  those  in  distress,  but  they 
were  seeking  to  help  those  who  desired  to  become 
more  proficient.  The  day  of  the  quack  was  fast  dis- 
appearing. It  was  well  that  they  should  have  their 
research  committee  and  library,  so  that  any  young 
fellow  desirous  of  being  further  qualified  than  he 
already  was  could  do  so.  In  reply  the  chairman  said 
the  Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  had  been  in  exist- 
ence a  quarter  of  a  century,  during  which  time  it  had 
developed  into  an  organisation  of  national  importance. 
It  had  promoted  educational  facilities  for  the  advance- 
ment of  its  profession  by  the  establishment  of  the 
Refraction  Hospital  and  by  lectures  and  publications. 
It  had  not  neglected  its  share  of  responsibility  for 
guarding  the  nation's  eyesight,  which  had  been  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  the  sight-testing  optician  for  over 
three  hundred  years.  In  addition,  much  educational 
matter  had  been  distributed,  directly  or  indirectly, 
through  its  agency  in  the  public  Press,  pointing  out  the 
economic  value  of  good  sight,  and  of  qualified  optical 
service,  to  the  efficiency  of  our  everyday  life.  In  1922 
the  Institute  established  the  first  refraction  hospital  in 
the  world  in  Newington  Causeway,  which  had  since 
been  more  than  doubled  in  uze,  and  upon  which  over 
/xo.ooo  had  been  spent,  largely  raised  by  opticians 
themselves  and,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  pro- 
vided out  of  their  own  finances.  Thanks  to  the  "  Help 
Yourself  "  Society,  organised  by  the  Stock  Exchange 
Operatic  and  Dramatic  Society,  very  considerable 
financial  help  had  been  received,  which  was  very  greatly 
appreciated.  Over  seven  thousand  patients  had  attended 
the  hospital  during  the  past  year,  and  the  sturdy 
growth  of  this  child  of  the  Institute  was  a  matter  of 
considerable  concern,  for  it  could  not  be  expected  that 
the  profession  alone  would  be  able  to  afford  for  long 
the  complete  support  required  for  its  maintenance  in  an 
efficient  manner.  Other  similar  hospitals  had  been 
opened  in  Leeds  and  Glasgow,  while  their  American 
friends  were  contemplating  following  their  example.  It 
was  of  further  interest  to  know  that  this  hospital  was 
the  first  to  establish  a  special  centre  for  the  cure  of 
squint  without  operation.  He  did  not  think  that  on  an 
occasion  like  this  the  staff  of  the  Refraction  Hospital 
should  be  omitted.  He  felt  that  he  must  say  a  word 
also  with  regard  to  the  office  staff  who  were  responsible 
for  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Institute  and  the 
Hospital,  as  directed  by  the  Council.  Another  branch 
of  their  activities  had  been  the  development  of  local 
associations  throughout  the  Empire,  and  there  were 
now  thirty-eight  of  these.  There  was  in  addition  one 
in  South  Africa  which  was  working  in  collaboration 
with  the  Institute,  and  others  about  to  be  formed.  In 
the  matter  of  research  steady  progress  had  been  made 
by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council.  In  spite 
of  ihe  organised  propaganda  against  opticians,  no  less 
than  80  per  cent,  of  the  work  of  ophthalmic  treatment 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts  had  been 
carried  out  by  qualified  opticians.  Mr.  Courlander  pro- 
posed "  The  Visitors,"  and  replies  were  made  by  Sir 
Lionel  Faudel-Phillips,  Miss  G.  E.  Francis,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  Penny.  The  remainder  of  the  evening  was 
spent  in  dancing. 
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Three-Minute  Tests  for  Pharmacists 


A PAPER  on     "  Three-minute  Tests  for  Pharma- 
cists "  was  read  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Lupton,  Ph.C, 
before  a  recent  meeting    of    the    Leeds  and 
District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Lupton  urged  the  importance  of  periodical  tests 
of  preparations  in  the  case  of  substances  supplied  by 
the  wholesale  trade.  He  had,  with  the  co-operation 
of  his  own  students,  made  a  good  many  tests  and 
experiments,  and  he  based  his  paper  with  three  main 
points  in  mind: — (a)  The  voice  of  the  critic,  who  would 
ask  why  the  chemist  should  test  his  preparations  when 
he  could  buy  them  under  warranty;  (b)  the  test  must 
be  "  popular  "  in  the  sense  that  it  was  easy  and  quick; 
(c)  the  reagents  used  must  be  of  accepted  standard. 
In  regard  to  the  first  point  he  had  mentally  run  over 
the  contents  of  the  average  pharmacy  and  had  left 
alone  all  simple  chemicals  or  more-  complex  galenicals 
which  were  bought  as  such  from  the  wholesale  trade 
under  warranty.  The  result  of  the  survey  had  been 
rather  alarming,  because  it  left  him  confined  practically 
— allowing  for  the  fact  that  a  good  many  preparations 
bought  by  one  chemist  were  made  by  another — to  a 
mere  handful  of  preparations,  including  the  dilute 
acids  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  stock  solutions  of 
chemical  substances  such  as  potassium  iodide  and 
bromide,  sodium  salicylate  and  the  like.  The  second 
point,  that  of  "  popularity,"  merely  meant  simplicity 
of  manipulation  and  facility  combined  with  accuracy, 
and  the  absence  of  need  for  getting  in  any  special 
equipment,  such  as  was  usually  required  in  testing. 

Variation  Found 

It  was  customary,   he  believed,   for  a  good  many 
pharmacists  to  use  diluted  sulphuric  acid  B.P.  as  a 
standard  for  checking  the  strength  of  solution  of  am- 
monium carbonate,   say   i   in  8.     This  was  excellent 
if  the  acid  was  of  known  and  constant  strength,  but 
of  the  dozen  samples  he  had  taken  in  a  400  square 
miles  area  only  two  had  given  exactly  the  same  read- 
ing, and  that  was  the  maximum  for  the  samples  taken. 
The  variation  was  not  great,   but  it  was  a  definite 
variation,  and  he  suggested  that  with  that  variation 
the  method  of  using  this  acid  was  not  sufficiently 
accurate  unless  the  acid  itself  was  tested  by  some 
method  prior  to  using  it  as  a  standard  for  further 
testing.     Mr.   Lupton  remarked  that  Mr.   Forster,  a 
member  of  the  Executive  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  and  the  originator  of  a  test  which  he  (Mr. 
Lupton)  outlined,  had  stated  that  solution  of  ammonium 
carbonate  was  the  one  solution  about  which  there  was 
any  doubt.    Mr.  Lupton  suggested  that  that  statement 
was  not  correct,  for  had  not  even  solutions  of  mag- 
nesium sulphate  been  found  to  be  below  the  required 
strength?     Whatever  the  excuse — mistaken  weights  or 
other  factors — the  fact  remained  that  the  solutions  were 
wrong.     Diluted  sulphuric  acid  should  be  tested  by 
neutralisation    with   alkali,    and    the    problem   lay  in 
choice  of  a  suitable  one.    He  had  found  that  heavy 
magnesium  carbonate  was  an  excellent  standard  alkali. 
It  did  not  cake,  it  was  fairly  easily  removed  from  the 
scale-pan,  and  easily  manipulated.     One  measured  a 
fluid  ounce  of  acid  and  placed  it  in  a  larger  measure 
to  allow  for  effervescence,  rinsing  the  first  measure  into 
the  second  with  a  little  distilled  water;  then  weighed 
45  gr.  of  heavy  magnesium  carbonate  and  added  it  to 
the  acid.    It  should  entirely  dissolve.    Weigh  a  further 
1  gr.  of  carbonate  and  add.    It  would  only  partially 
dissolve.     If  both  results  were  obtained  the  acid  was 
of  required  strength.     He  strongly  held  that  the  acid 
should  not  be  used  before  this  stage  for  the  estimation 
of  ammonium  carbonate.    The  equivalent  of  10  gr.  of 
ammonium  carbonate  or  its  corresponding  quantity  of 
solution  was  91  minims  of  diluted  sulphuric  acid  B.P. 
To  the  ammonium  carbonate  solution  containing  10  gr. 
of  the  salt  add  91  minims  of  B.P.  diluted  sulphuric 
acid  (previously  checked  after  making).     When  effer- 
vescence has  ceased  stir  and  add  to  a  portion  of  it  a 


little  sodium  bicarbonate.  No  further  effervescence 
should  result.  To  the  remainder  add  a  drop  or  two 
more  acid;  no  effervescence  should  result.  The  acid 
may  be  used  similarly  for  other  solutions,  such  as  lime 
water. 

Testing  Stock  Solutions 

With  regard  to  stock  solutions,  Mr.  Lupton  gave  the 
following  test  for  solution  of  potassium  bromide,  which 
he  said  worked  very  well  and  had  given  very  accurate 
results.     Lead  acetate  B.P.  was  fairly  pure,  and  if 
required  could  be  checked  with  the  diluted  sulphuric 
acid,  hence  was  a  reagent  of  accepted  standard.    Test: — 
When  20  gr.  or  its  corresponding  quantity  of  solution 
of  potassium  bromide  was  mixed  with  32  gr.  of  lead 
acetate  B.P.,  dissolved  in    distilled    water    and  the 
precipitated  lead  bromide  filtered  out,  the  filtrate  should 
give  no  further  precipitate  cn  addition  of    a  small 
crystal  of  lead  acetate.    If  only  31  gr.  had  been  used 
a  small  precipitate  would  be  thrown  down.    This  could 
be  checked  by  getting  a  small  precipitate  with  more 
potassium  bromide  to  part  of  the  filtrate  set  aside  before 
adding  the  further  small  crystal  of  lead  acetate.  Solu- 
tion of  potassium  iodide  could  te  treated  similarly. 
In  tests  of  this  character  a  cylindrical  drachm  measure 
was  advisable,   and  one  should   rinse   measures  only 
with  distilled  water,  adding  the  rinsings  to  the  main 
quantity.    The  foregoing  methods  could,  of  course,  be 
extended  as  desired.    In  some  general  notes  conclud- 
ing his  address  Mr.  Lupton  said  it  had  come  to  his 
notice  that  liquor  arsenicalis  was  not  always  up  to  the 
1  per  cent,  laid  down  by  the  Pharmacopoeia,  so  he  had 
calculated  its  equivalent,  which  was  half  a  fluid  dr.  of 
liquor  arsenicalis,  and  should  just  decolorise  63  minims 
of  weak  tincture  of  iodine  B.P.,  after  acidifying  with 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  making  alkaline  with  sodium 
bicarbonate.    Liquid  paraffin  which  had  not  the  correct 
gravity   was   occasionally   encountered.      Test: — Place 
£  dr.  of  rectified  spirit  and  £  dr.  strong  solution  of 
ammonia  in  a  small  vial  and  mix.    Add  to  the  mixture 
a  small   quantity  of  paraffin  and  shake.     It  should 
remain  diffused  for  some  little  time  and  then  sink  but 
slowly.    Tt  must  not  float  as  it  did  in  strong  ammonia 
alone.    Beeswax  should  sink  but  slowly  in  solution  of 
ammonia  B.P.    It  might  float,  but  would  do  so  with 
difficulty.     To  dispense  the  correct  quantity  of  sul- 
phuric acid,  using  a  sample  slightly  "  off  "  in  strength, 
the  B.P.  acid  should  decolorise  eight  times  its  volume 
of  weak  tincture  of  iodine  B.P.    If,  say,  1  dr.  was 
required    to    decolorise    4   dr.   of  the  tincture,  then 
obviously,   it  was  half  strength,   and  twice  the  pre- 
scribed quantity  should  be    supplied.      Solution  of 
hydrogen  peroxide  was  another  product  liable  to  de- 
crease in   strength.     One  fluid  dr.   should  decolorise 
3  gr.   of  potassium   permanganate    in  acid  solution. 
This  was  the  10-volume  peroxide. 

In  the  preparation  of  solution  of  ammonium  acetate 
the  neutralisation  point  was  rather  difficult  owing  to 
the  carbon  dioxide  in  solution  being  acid  to  litmus 
paper.     Warming  the   solution   would   drive   out  the 
gas,  but  would  also  decompose  the  product  more  or 
less.    A  method  used  is  the  following,  which  was  based 
on  the  custom  that  it  was  better  to  have  a  solution 
of  ammonium  acetate  slightly  on  the  aoid  side  than 
on  the  alkaline  side.     Add  ammonium  carbonate  to 
the  acid  gradually  until  the  effervescence  slows  down, 
and  then  spot  on  glass  with  solution  of  lead  subacetate 
until  a  faint  precipitate  is  obtained,   due  to  carbon 
dioxide  commencing  to  dissolve  as  the  ammonium  car- 
bonate reaches  neutralisation,  i.e.,  shortage  of  acidity. 
Now  set  about  a  twentieth  of  the  solution  on  one  side. 
This  is  slightly  acid.    Continue  the  neutralisation  of  the 
remainder,  spotting  with  solution  of  neutral  lead  acetate 
until   a   faint   precipitate   is   obtained   showing  slight 
excess  of  ammonium  carbonate.     (Carbon  dioxide  has 
no  action  on  the  normal  acetate.)     Mix  the  solution 
with  the  part  set  aside.    The  mixture  should  be  prac- 
tically B.P.  when  made  up. 
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The  Place  of  Drugs  in  Dental  Surgery

THE  pharmacopoeia  of  dentistry,  though  small 
compared  to  medicine,  is  yet  considerable  and 
tends  to  increase.  Happily,  the  majority  of 
drugs  are  used  in  connection  with  operative  measures 
rather  than  for  their  direct  therapeutic  effects,  as  in 
medicine,  which  helps  to  limit  their  number,  so  that 
the  materia  medica  of  dentistry  still  remains  within 
manageable  limits.  I  propose  to  try  to  pick  out  such 
aspects  as  may  be  of  interest  to  pharmacists. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  a  paper  on  drugs  in 
dentistry  could  be  treated.  The  various  drugs  could  be 
described  in  accordance  with  their  actions.  The  second 
way  would  be  to  describe  different  dental  conditions 
and  to  discuss  the  various  drugs  used  in  their 
treatment.  I  propose  to  use  both  methods,  and 
shall  start  with  the  second.  Perhaps  the  most 
important  dental  condition  for  which  drugs  may 
be  useful  is  the  relief  of  pain.  Let  us  con- 
sider first  the  different  varieties  of  dental  pain.  Tooth- 
ache may  be  due  to  two  quite  different  conditions.  It 
may  arise  from  an  inflamed  pulp  or  from  an  inflamed 
periosteum.  The  palliative  treatment  of  these  two  con- 
ditions is  quite  different. 

Pulpitis 

The  interior  of  each  tooth  is  occupied  by  a  tiny  mass 
of  soft  tissue,   commonly  but  erroneously  called  the 
nerve.    It  consists  of  blood  vessels,  delicate  connective 
tissue,  and  numerous  nerve  fibres.    It  enters  the  tooth 
by  a  narrow  opening  at  the  end  of  the  root,  and  the 
nerve  fibres  are  the  terminal  branches  of  the  large  fifth 
cranial  nerve  which  supplies  a  large  part  of  the  face. 
Whenever  there  is  inflammation  there  is  swelling  of  the 
blood  vessels.    These  press  on  the  nerve  fibres,  and  so 
give  rise  to  pain.    There  are  two  factors  which  account 
for  the  severe  pain  of  an  inflamed  pulp.    The  first  is 
that  the  pulp  is  enclosed  in  a  rigid  box  which  does 
not  permit  of  expansion  of  its  contents.    The  second  is 
that  the   blood   vessels   and   nerves   enter  the  tooth 
through  a  very  tiny  opening,  which  is  comparable  to  a 
bottle  neck  in  a  road.    Just  as  an  increase  of  traffic 
produces  a  jam  at  a  bottle  neck,  so  the  swelling  of  the 
blood  vessels  causes  constriction  of  the  blood  supply 
and  severe  pressure  on  the  nerves  at  this  point.  The 
characteristic  of  pulp  pain  is  that  it  is  paroxysmal,  at 
times  intense  and  increased    by    pressure    or  thermal 
changes,  while  at  others  the  pain  may  be  quite  absent. 
Another  feature  is  that  the  pain  may  be  referred  to 
other  teeth  or  to  other  parts  of  the  face  and  jaws  sup- 
plied by  the  fifth  nerve.      For  this  type  of  pain  an 
anodyne  dressing  applied  to  the  cavity  in  the  tooth 
usually  brings  about  relief,  though  only  temporarily. 
The  best  drugs  are  either  pure  carbolic  acid  or  eugenol. 
The  dentist  often  employs  carbolised  resin,  which  con- 
sists of  phenol,  resin  and  chloroform.      The  dressing 
sets  fairly  hard  and  will  often    last    for    some  days. 
Various  preparations  which  are-  advertised  and  sold  to 
the  public  probabfy  owe  such  efficacy  as  they  possess  to 
similar  ingredients.    Of  course  such  treatment  is  purely 
palliative  and  in  no  sense  curative.    This  latter  treat- 
ment can  only  be  carried  out  by  the  removal  of  the 
decayed  dentine,  removal  of  the  pulp  if  it  is  exposed, 
and  the  insertion  of  a  filling.    The  application  of  any 
drug  to  the  gum  for  this  condition  is  useless,  or  nearly 
so.      The  inflamed  pulp  is  placed  so  deeply  that  the 
counter-irritant  effect  of  any  drug  placed  on  the  gum 
cannot  reach  it.    I  have  often  seen  patients  who  have 
applied  such  drugs  as  iodine,  creosote,  etc.,  so  liberally 
to  the  gum  that  the  surface  has  been  entirely  destroyed. 


Such  relief  as  they  have  obtained  is  probably  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  pain  of  the  application  has  to  some 
extent  neutralised  the  pain  in  the  tooth. 

The  second  type  of  toothache  has  an  entirely  different 
causation.  The  next  stage  to  an  inflamed  pulp  is  that 
this  structure  dies.  This  may  be  followed  by  complete 
cessation  of  symptoms.  But  the  dead  pulp  putrifies 
and  is  invaded  by  pus-forming  bacteria.  These  pass 
through  the  opening  at  the  end  of  the  root  and  infect 
the  bone  and  the  membrane  which  connects  the  tooth  to 
the  socket  and  holds  it  in  place.  One  of  two  things 
may  happen :  either  the  infection  may  be  of  so  gradual 
and  chronic  a  character  that  it  gives  rise  to  no  symp- 
toms and  the  patient  may  be  unaware  of  the  existence 
of  the  infection  at  the  end  of  the  root:  the  absence  of 
pain,  however,  is  no  proof  that  the  condition  is  harm- 
less. The  infection  may  disseminate  poisons  into  the 
blood  stream  and  set  up  many  forms  of  generalised  ill 
health.  Unfortunately  the  only  index  of  anything  amiss 
which  a  large  section  of  the  public  recognises  is  the 
existence  of  pain;  and  thus  many  people  are  being 
gradually  poisoned  by  their  teeth,  and  may  remain 
ignorant  of  the  fact  (because  they  do  not  get  tooth- 
ache) unless  they  visit  the  dentist  or  their  doctor  insists 
on  their  teeth  being  examined.  The  second  thing  which 
may  occur  is  that  the  infection  becomes  acute  and  sets 
up  acute  inflammation  of  the  bone  round  the  tooth  and 
in  the  root  membrane.  This  latter  structure  is,  like  the 
pulp,  highly  vascular.  It  is  a  thin  web  lying  between 
the  root  and  the  bone.  When  the  vessels  become  en- 
gorged with  blood,  the  swollen  membrane  pushes  the 
tooth  out  of  its  socket  to  a  slight  extent,  and  thus  the 
first  symptom  that  the  patient  may  notice  is  that  the 
affected  tooth  seems  longer  than  its  neighbours,  and 
when  the  teeth  are  closed  receives  first  the  full  force  of 
the  bite.  Unlike  the  pain  of  any  inflamed  pulp,  the 
pain  is  not  paroxysmal  but  constant.  It  is  not  made 
worse  by  thermal  changes,  but  is  increased  by  biting  on 
the  tooth.  The  pain  gradually  increases  in  degree 
until  it  may  reach  a  crescendo  of  intense  throbbing  pain 
with  acute  tenderness  of  the  gum  over  the  root. 
Eventually,  if  no  treatment  is  carried  out,  an  abscess 
results.  At  first  the  pus  is  pent  up  in  the  bone  and 
the  pain  becomes  still  worse,  but  finally  the  pus  bur- 
rows through  the  bone  and  enters  the  soft  tissues.  At 
once  there  is  a  dramatic  relief  from  pain  and  a  swelling 
on  the  gum  or  face  develops.  Treatment  by  drugs  is 
only  possible  in  the  early  stages  and  is  not  always 
efficacious.  The  insertion  of  a  dressing  into  the  hole  in 
the  tooth  is  useless,  and  indeed  harmful,  for  it  will 
prevent  such  slight  chance  of  drainage  as  may  be  pos- 
sible through  the  root  canal.  The  only  palliation  is  by 
means  of  a  counter-irritant  applied  to  the  gum  over- 
lying the  tooth.  The  best  drug  is  iodine,  which  acts  by 
dilating  the  surface  vessels  and  so  deflating  the  deeper 
vessels  in  the  root  membrane.  If  used  by  the  dentist 
an  application  of  the  strong  tincture  is  permissible;  but 
the  application  should  not  be  repeated  for  two  or  three 
days,  since  it  will  cause  desquamation  of  the  epithelium. 
The  weak  tincture  can  be  repeated  daily  for  a  few  days, 
but  with  caution.  Even  better  than  iodine  is  a  mixture 
of  equal  parts  of  the  tinctures  of  aconite  and  iodine. 
The  aconite  acts  directly  on  the  nerve  fibres  by  para- 
lysing them,  but  since  it  is  a  highly  dangerous  prepara- 
tion, the  mixture  should  only  be  used  by  the  dentist. 
Another  counter-irritant  often  used  in  dentistry  is  capsi- 
cum. This  is  best  employed  in  the  forms  of  Stempel's 
plasters.  These  are  small  rubber  cups  coated  with 
capsicum.  When  pressed  on  the  gum  they  adhere  by 
suction,  and  thus  can  effect  a  gradual  action  over  some 
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hours.  Capsicum  is  a  mild  counter-irritant,  and  a 
patient  with  an  inflamed  root  membrane  can  be  given 
a  few  to  use  for  a  few  days.  In  the  old  days  leeches 
were  frequently  used,  no  doubt  with  excellent  effect. 

Counter-irritation  is  only  palliative  and  does  nothing 
to  deal  with  the  infection  which  has  caused  the  inflam- 
mation.     But  a  temporary  soreness  as  the  result  of 
injury  or  as  a  reaction  to  dental  treatment  is  not  un- 
common, and  in  such  cases  a  counter-irritant  may  clear 
up  the  pain  and  tenderness  completely.    A  third  type 
of  pain  which  I  shall  describe  is  post-operative  pain 
following  an  extraction  of  a  tooth  or  other  operation  on 
the  jaws.    In  cases  of  difficult  extractions,  such  as  the 
removal  of  a  misplaced  wisdom  tooth,  ■  especially  in  the 
lower  jaw,  severe  neuralgic  pain  often  occurs.    It  usually 
begins  a  few  days  after  the  operation,  and  may  last  for 
as  long  as  a  couple  of  weeks.    The  pain  may  vary  from 
a  dull  aching  to  acute  spasms  occurring  at  intervals,  and 
often  worse  at  night.    The  reason  why  this  pain  occurs 
more  often  after  operations  in  the  lower  jaw  than  in 
the  upper  jaw  is  because  in  the  mandible  drainage  is 
poor,  the  bone  is  dense,  and  the  large  nerve  which  sup- 
plies the  lower  teeth  runs  in  a  channel  in  the  bone  which 
is  in  close  proximity  to  the  field  of  operation.  The 
best  treatment  for  this  condition  is  irrigation,  which  by 
flushing  out  the  socket  promotes  drainage.       If  the 
wound  is  very  septic  a  lotion  of  eusol,  one-half  per  cent., 
is  useful,  but  chlorine  sometimes  irritates  the  wound 
and  increases  the  pain.      Hydrogen  peroxide,  useful  in 
many  mouth  conditions,  is  less  valuable  here,  for  the 
oxygen  may  work  its  way  into  the  deeper  parts  of  the 
wound  and  spread  the  infection.      A  lotion  of  dilute 
carbolic,  about  i  in  80,  to  which  a  few  drops  of  tincture 
of  iodine  has  been  added,  is  excellent,  and  I  use  it  in 
preference  to  anything  else.      It  must  be  emphasised, 
however,  that  the  aqueous  content  of  any  mouth  wash 
is  its  most  important  constituent,  and  that  the  anti- 
septic part  is  of  lesser  value.      It  is  the  mechanical 
flushing  which  does  good,  and  it  is  possible  that  a 
mouth  wash  of  normal  saline  would  be  equally  effective. 
The  lotion  should  be  used  as  hot  as  can  be  borne,  since 
heat  eases  the  pain.    I  find  that  it  is  not  sufficiently 
realised  that  the  mouth  can  stand  a  relatively  high  tem- 
perature, with  the  result  that  mouth  washes  are  not  used 
sufficiently  hot. 

The  best  local  treatment  of  a  painful  socket  is  the 
application  of  orthoform.  This  is  an  insoluble  local 
anaesthetic  closely  allied  to  novocain.  Being  insoluble, 
it  is  useless  for  injection  anaesthesia,  but  its  insolubility 
makes  it  a  useful  local  anodyne.  It  is  prepared  in  the 
form  of  a  powder.  My  own  practice  is  to  mix  it  with 
vaseline  and  to  pack  it  gently  into  the  socket.  It 
nearly  always  relieves  the  pain  for  a  time,  and  can  be 
repeated  as  often  as  is  necessary.  But  since  the  treat- 
ment can  only  be  carried  out  by  the  dentist,  this  limits 
its  use  in  the  case  of  patients  living  some  distance  away 
or  who  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay  repeated  visits  to 
their  dentist.  It  would  be  very  useful  if  orthoform 
could  be  put  up  in  the  form  of  small  cone-shaped 
pellets  which  could  be  easily  introduced  into  a  socket. 
If  this  were  done  a  patient  could  be  given  a  supply  to 
use  at  home.  I  have  often  found  aspirin  used  locally 
to  be  of  benefit.  A  tablet  of  aspirin  is  broken  up  and 
a  small  piece  dropped  into  the  socket.  It  will  often 
give  relief  for  an  hour  or  two.  Packing  the  socket 
lightly  with  a  pledget  of  wool  soaked  in  i-in-20  carbolic 
acid  is  often  efficacious,  but  has  the  disadvantage  that 
packing  the  socket  interferes  with  drainage,  and  for  that 
reason  I  always  try  to  avoid  it.  External  applications 
to  the  face  along  the  course  of  the  inferior  dental  nerve 
may  relieve  pain.  An  ointment,  such  as  anaesthetic 
balsam,  rubbed  over  the  affected  part  externally  will 
often  relieve  pain  set  night  and  allow  the  patient  to  get 
some  sleep.  I  usually  find  that  in  a  case  of  severe 
neuralgia  after  an  operation  on  the  jaw  it  is  necessary 
to  ring  the  changes  frequently.  A  treatment  which  suits 
one  person  does  not  suit  another,  or  if  it  relieves  pain 
does  so  for  a  few  days  only,  when  it  loses  its  effect.  As 
a  rule  the  neuralgia  gradually  gets  less  and  disappears 
in  the  course  of  a  week  or  two.  Anodyne  drugs  have 
their  place,  though  I  try  to  use  them  as  little  as  pos- 


sible. If  the  pain  is  excessive,  morphine  may  be  neces- 
sary, but  except  for  a  day  or  so  after  the  operation  and 
when  the  patient  is  in  a  nursing  home  I  have  never 
found  it  necessary  to  employ  it. 

Another  condition  which  may  give  rise  to  pain  occurs 
when  the  gums  recede  as  a  concomitant  of  advancing 
years.  This  leads  to  a  portion  of  the  root  being 
exposed.  Sometimes,  though  not  always,  the  exposed 
part  of  the  root  is  extremely  sensitive  to  heat  and 
cold  or  sweet  and  acid  stimuli.  One  of  the  best  ways 
of  treating  this  condition  is  the  application  of  silver 
nitrate.  This  may  be  used  in  a  solution  of  from  20 
to  50  per  cent,  wiped  on  the  affected  part  and  then 
neutralised  by  a  sodium  chloride  solution  or  in  the  solid 
form  by  fusing  a  bead  of  the  salt  on  a  silver  probe. 
This  is  usually  effective,  but  has  the  disadvantage  of 
staining  the  surface  black,  though  in  the-  case  of  back 
teeth  this  does  not  matter.  For  the  front  teeth  zinc 
chloride  may  be  applied.  Sometimes  the  use  of  an 
alkaline  mouth  wash,  such  as  milk  of  magnesia,  at 
night  is  useful. 

Ulcerative  Stomatitis 

During  the  war  a  severe  ulceration  of  the  gums 
became  common  among  soldiers  and  was  called  trench 
mouth.  It  had  been  known  long  before  and  had  some- 
times assumed  a  quasi-epidemic  form  among  children; 
but  the  abnormal  conditions  of  the  war,  when  large 
numbers  of  troops  were  herded  together,  favoured  the 
spread  of  infection.  The  disease  tends  to  occur  in 
mouths  which  are  already  infected  with  caries  or 
pyorrhoea.  The  gums  become  inflamed  and  ulcerate. 
The  destruction  of  gum  tissue  advances  rapidly  and 
the  tissue  is  covered  with  a  foul  greyish  slough.  The 
temperature  is  raised,  the  glands  are  enlarged,  and 
the  patient  feels  ill.  The  ulceration  may  spread  to  the 
cheeks,  palate  and  tonsils.  The  condition  is  often  called 
Vincent's  angina,  especially  when  the  primary  seat  of 
the  ulceration  is  the  tonsils.  The  disease  is  common 
in  debilitated  children,  in  whom  it  may  lead  to  serious 
consequences.  There  are  few  diseases  which  have 
accumulated  a  larger  pharmacopoeia,  and  very  many 
drugs  have  been  vaunted  as  a  specific.  In  my  experi- 
ence the  disease  reacts  readily  to  regular  treatment 
directed  to  cleansing  the  mouth.  Hydrogen  peroxide 
is  valuable  by  reason  of  the  its  effervescent  action, 
which  removes  the  foul  infected  sloughs.  My  own  prac- 
tice is  first  to  syringe  out  the  mouth  with  hydrogen 
peroxide  in  a  3-per-cent.  solution.  A  forcible  spray 
is  directed  on  the  gums  and  teeth  and  the  patient 
swishes  the  fluid  round  the  teeth.  This  procedure  is 
repeated  about  a  dozen  times.  No  attempt  is  made 
to  scale  the  teeth  during  the  acute  stage  for  fear  of 
wounding  the  tissues  and  spreading  the  infection.  The 
next  stage  is  to  dry  the  gums  and  apply  a  strong  anti- 
septic. The  bacteria  responsible  for  the  disease  con- 
gregate chiefly  in  the  tissue  subjacent  to  the  slough. 
In  order  to  deal  with  them  some  caustic  must  be 
applied.  My  own  preference  is  for  chromic  acid  in 
a  5-  or  even  a  10-per-cent.  solution.  This  is  wiped 
round  the  necks  of  the  teeth  and  allowed  to  remain 
for  about  five  or  ten  minutes.  The  patient  is  then 
instructed  to  use  hydrogen  peroxide  several  times  a 
day.  The  chromic  acid  is  repeated  on  the  third  day, 
and  usually  about  three  applications  are  sufficient. 
When  the  acute  stage  has  ceased,  the  teeth  can  be 
scaled  and  any  unsaveable  teeth  extracted. 

If  the  disease  occurs  in  young  children  the  procedure 
must  be  modified.  It  is  no  use  giving  a  small  child 
a  mouth  wash,  for  it  swallows  it,  while  equally  the 
application  of  a  strong  drug  like  chromic  acid  to  a 
tiny  and  generally  recalcitrant  child  is  difficult,  In 
these  cases  the  mother  is  instructed  to  wipe  round  the 
teeth  with  cotton  wool  wrapped  round  an  orange 
stick  and  dipped  in  some  mild  antiseptic,  such  as 
potassium  chlorate  solution,  boric  acid,  or  i-in-100  car- 
bolic acid.  This  should  be  repeated  several  times  a 
day.  In  a  few  days  the  child  will  become  practicallv 
normal.  For  children  potassium  chlorate,  both  used 
internally  and  locally,  has  been  reputed  to  be  a  specific. 
I  have  never  been  able  to  convince  myself  that  this 
drug  used  internally  has  any  great  effect.

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Council  Candidates

The  candidates  for  election  to  the  seven  seats  on  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  falling  vacant  in 
May  number  sixteen.

We  have  asked  each  condidate  to  favour  us  with  his  or 
her  views  on  pharmaceutical  politics,  and  propose  to 
publish  these  as  promptly  as  considerations  of  space 
permit. 

Mr.  John  Keall 

is  the  son  of  a  London  pharmacist,  the  late  Mr.  Holmes 
Keall,   to   whom  he  served   his   apprenticeship.  He 

qualified  in  1898,  and  is 
now  the  proprietor  ol 
businesses  in  South- 
West  and  West  London. 
Mr.  Keall  is  a  past-presi- 
dent of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion, a  member  of  its 
Council,  a  past-chairman 
of  the  Retail  Pharma- 
cists' Union  (on  which 
body  he  is  still  a  Metro- 
politan representative) , 
and  a  nominee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  on  the  National 
Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Diseases.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the 
Chemists'  Sickness  and 
Provident  Society's  Com- 
mittee, and  a  trustee  of 
the  Drug  Trade  Appeal 
Fund.  He  has  filled  the  offices  of  president  of  the 
South-West  London  Chemists'  Association  and  chair- 
man of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  This 
year  he  is  chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee 
of  the  Society's  Council.  In  addition,  Mr.  Keall  is  a 
member  of  the  Wandsworth  Borough  Council,  and 
serves  on  its  finance,  parks  and  open  spaces,  and 
housing  commitees.    Mr.  Keall  writes:  — 

After  fifteen  years'  membership  of  the  Council  I 
again  offer  my  services  to  the  electors,  and  repeat  with 
emphasis  my  words  of  three  years  ago,  which  are  singu- 
larly apposite  at  the  present  time;  and  if  again  returned 
will  still  continue  my  unflagging  efforts  for  all  that 
is  best  and  vital  in  pharmacy.  Three  special  points  I 
want  to  emphasise :  — 

(1)  The  future  issues  are  vital  in  every  way.  Sound 
and  sane  constructive  leadership  is  necessary. 

(2)  The  formation  of  a  Parliamentary  Fund  must 
not  be  left  solely  to  sporadic  efforts,  but  must,  in 
future,  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis.  Yearly  sub- 
scriptions should  be  expected  from  members,  so  that 
the  ideal  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Parliamentary  group  can 
be  attained,  and  that  quickly.  This  way  only  lies  the 
fair  and  equitable  treatment  that  is  not  at  present 
the  lot  of  those  practising  pharmacy  . 

(3)  I  strenuously  oppose  any  interference  with  the 
use  of  the  title  "  chemist."  It  should  be  held  as  our 
birthright,  and  not  bartered  for  any  mess  of  pottage. 
Reviewing  the  last  three  years,  I  hold  that  pharmacy 
has  advanced  nationally,  through  the  work  and  influ- 
ence of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  We  must  not  only 
conserve,  but  strengthen,  our  position  in  all  affairs  of 
the  day  in  which  pharmacy  is  concerned.  If  and  when 
our  interests  are  threatened,  we  must  close  up  our 
ranks,  combine  every  interest,  and  so  offer  the  strongest 
and  united  opposition  to  any  attempt  to  interfere  with 
our  lawful  vested  rights  of  nearly  a  century. 

Finally,  the  foregoing  remarks  cause  me  to  hope  I 
may  again   have   the   privilege   of   serving   the  best 


interests  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  this  very 
critical  period  of  pharmaceutical  history  that  is  now 
foreshadowed,  by  pressing  for  the  very  necessary  amend- 
ments to  a  draft  Bill,  which  cuts  right  across  the 
rightful  principles  and  policies  of  British  pharmacy. 

Mrs.  Freke

Mrs.  Freke,  who 
is  the  wife  of  a 
South  London 
pharmacist,  quali- 
fied in  1898,  and 
took  an  active 
part  in  launching 
the  Association  of 
Women  Pharma- 
cists, which  held 
its  inaugural 
meeting  in  1905. 
The  first  vice- 
president  of  the 
Association  was 
Miss  Buchanan, 
Mrs.  Freke's  pre- 
decessor on  the 
Council  of  the 
P  h  a  rmaceutical 
Society.  In  1923 
Mrs.  Freke  was 
elected  president 
of  the  National 
Association      o  f 

Women  Pharmacists.  She  is  a  manager  of  a  central 
school  and  of  a  special  school  of  the  London  County 
Council,  and  a  member  of  the  advisory  committee  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  on  juvenile  employment.  Motoring 
and  languages  are  among  her  other  accomplishments. 
In  reply  to  our  request  for  a  considered  statement  of 
policy,  Mrs.  Freke  writes:  — 

(1)  I  shall  insist  on  the  maintenance  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  as  the  central  authority  in  British 
pharmacy. 

(2)  I  shall  resist  any  attempt  to  take  away  our  title  of 
chemist. 

(3)  The  Society  must  continue  to  protect  the  interests 
of  those  who  carry  on  the  business  of  chemist  and 
druggist. 

(4)  The  value  of  the  title  "  pharmacist  "  shall  be 
strengthened  by  restriction  of  the  use  of  the  place  name 
"  pharmacy  "  to  chemists  and  druggists. 

(5)  I  firmly  believe  in  pharmacy  for  the  pharmacist, 
and  shall  support  any  movement  to  secure  that  the  dis- 
pensing of  all  medicines  shall  be  done  by,  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  duly  qualified  chemists  and  druggists, 
hospitals  not  excepted. 

As  a  representative  of  the  women  in  pharmacy,  and 
as  such  of  seven  per  cent,  of  the  registered  chemists  and 
druggists  of  Great  Britain,  I  am  in  favour  of  men  and 
women  taking  an  equal  share  in  the  work  and  respon- 
sibility of  pharmaceutical  organisation  according  to  their 
numbers.

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The  Present  Poor-Law 
Position

On  April  i  the  much-discussed  Local  Government  Act 
of  1929  came  into  effect.  It  has  already  been  stressed 
that  this  Act  affects  the  control  of  the  preponderating 
majority  of  the  hospital  beds  throughout  the  kingdom; 
in  fact,  it  implements  one  of  the  most  sweeping  adminis- 
trative changes  which  have  taken  place  since  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  School  Board  system.  This  development 
has  an  especial  interest  in  that  the  devolutionary  pro- 
cess which,  of  recent  years,  has  been  a  guiding  prin- 
ciple of  the  Legislature,  is  here  definitely  abrogated; 
the  widely  ramifying  system  of  local  guardians,  set  up 
in  1834,  and  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  comprising 
625  separate  boards  controlling  more  than  50,000 
officers  and  servants,  being  absorbed  into  the  central 
authority  of  each  county  area.  This  great  scheme  has 
been  occupying  the  attention  of  successive  Health 
Ministers  for  a  number  of  years,  and,  indeed,  it  may 
be  considered  as  the  outcome,  although  somewhat  de- 
layed in  transit,  of  the  minority  report  of  the  Royal 
Commission,  which,  more  than  twenty  years  ago, 
inquired  into  the  whole  poor-law  system. 

The  important  nature  of  the  new  obligations  placed 
upon  them  seems  to  have  been  well  grasped  by  many 
ot  the  county  authorities  concerned.  In  the  London 
area  a  Central  Public  Health  Committee  has  been  set 
up  to  deal  exclusively  with  the  work  previously  under- 
taken by  twenty-five  boards  of  guardians.  This  Com- 
mittee will  be  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  50,000 
sick,  and  its  declared  intention  is  to  provide  "  one 
standard  of  surgical  and  medical  treatment  for  all 
classes."  Plans  for  the  complete  reorganisation  and 
unification  of  the  medical  services,  with  developments 
to  extend  over  the  next  ten  years,  are  already  under 
way.  In  view  of  these  ambitious  projects,  in  further- 
ance of  a  scheme  definitely  conceived  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  hospital  system,  it  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost 
regret  and,  be  it  said,  no  small  difficulty  of  comprehen- 
sion, that  the  necessity  of  a  properly  recognised  phar- 
maceutical service  should  have  failed  of  appreciation 
by  the  present  Minister  of  Health.  The  claim  of  the 
pharmacists  in  the  poor-law  service  is  for  a  status  equal 
to  that  conferred  upon  the  medical  officer,  the  steward, 
the  matron  and  divers  other  officers  i.e.,  the  status 
of  principal  officer.  Only  thus  can  the  pharmacist 
assume  proper  responsibility  in  his  own  department, 
free  from  the  control  of  or  interference  by  the  matron 
or  steward,  who  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of  his 
duties.  Furthermore,  it  is  only  as  a  principal  or,  as 
the  grade  is  now  termed,  senior  officer  that  the  phar- 
macist can  order  his  own  drugs,  receive  and  take 
custody  of  his  medical  supplies,  and  properly  carry 
out  certain  of  his  statutory  duties  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts. 

Then  and  Now 

Up  to  twenty-five  years  ago  all  poor-law  dispensers 
were  principal  officers.  An  Order  was  then  promul- 
gated which  separated  infirmaries  (poor-law  hospitals 
with  beds)  from  workhouse  control,  and  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Order  the  dispensers  in  the  institutions 
so  affected  became  subordinate  officers.  The  Order, 
however,  was  not  applicable  to  outdoor  dispensaries, 
and  the  dispensers  at  these  less  important  institutions 
continued  to  enjoy  the  superior  status.  This  difference 
in  standing  was  both  invidious  and  anomalous,  and  in 
1922  the  then  Minister  of  Health  (Sir  Alfred  Mond) 
admitted,  in  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  that  an  amendment  of  the  Orders  was  desir- 
able; he  further  promised  on  behalf  of  his  department 
that  the  matter  should  receive  full  attention  when  a 
suitable  opportunity  arose.  Again,  Dr.  Addison,  when 
Minister  of  Health,  addressing  pharmaceutical  students, 
remarked,  a  propos  of  the  scheme  which  has  now 
reached  fruition,  that  "  pharmacists  can  be  assured  of 
their  status  in  it."  All  the  foregoing  facts  were 
properly  marshalled,  and  placed  before  the  present 
Minister  by  the  various  organisations  representing  or 


interested  in  the  pharmacist.  As  is  now  well  known, 
however,  when  the  Minister's  Orders  relating  to  the 
detailed  working  of  the  Act  were  placed  on  the  table 
of  the  House  of  Commons  dispensers  were  definitely 
excluded,  as  far  as  future  appointments  are  concerned, 
from  principal  status.  Most  pharmacists  are  aware  of 
the  efforts  which  were  then  made  to  induce  the 
Minister  to  amend  these  orders.  The  Minister  had  one 
answer — to  the  effect  that  he  was  not  prepared  to  im- 
pose closer  central  control  over  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
local  authorities.  This  answer  was  unsatisfactory  from 
two  points  of  view.  The  Orders  had,  in  fact,  altered 
the  status  quo  in  making  all  stewards  principal  officers, 
the  superintendent  nurse  in  an  institution  of  100  beds 
a  principal  officer,  and  degrading  in  the  matter  of 
future  appointments  the  out-door  dispensers.  The  other 
unsatisfactory  aspect  of  the  Minister's  reply  is  that 
the  "  closer  central  control  "  is  further  applied  by  the 
wording  of  the  new  orders  which  prevent  local  authori- 
ties from  granting  principal  status  to  their  dispensers, 
even  if  they  desire  to  do  so.  It  is  true  that  Miss  S. 
Lawrence,  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  iff  reply 
to  close  questioning,  has  stated  in  the  House  that  there 
is  no  intention  to  deprive  local  authorities  of  their  pre- 
vious limited  authority  in  the  matter  of  appointing 
senior  officers,  outside  the  Minister's  list.  But  it  is 
difficult  to  find  any  justification  for  this  statement  m 
the  Orders  themselves,  and  we  have  not  yet  become  so 
bureaucratic  that  a  mere  statement  on  the  part  of  a 
parliamentary  secretary  is  ipso  facto  legally  binding. 
It  is  fairly  obvious  that  organised  pharmacy  cannot 
afford  to  leave  the  matter  where  it  is.  This 
issue  is  the  most  important  which  has  arisen 
since  the  struggle  for  recognition  of  our  qualifi- 
cation by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  of  ion, 
and  all  pharmacists  should  lend  hearty  support  to  the 
interests  of  the  craft.  The  events  of  the  past  few 
months  have  proved  conclusively  that  there  is  a  mass 
of  influential  public  opinion  behind  us  in  our  claims 
for  proper  recognition,  and  this  fact  must  be  brought 
with  quiet  persistence  to  the  notice  of  the  authority 
concerned.  It  may  well  be  pointed  out  that  if  it  is 
proposed  to  introduce  one  standard  for  all  classes  then 
the  poor  law  must  have  the  same  high  standard  of 
pharmaceutical  service  which  the  big  voluntary  hospitals 
and  patients  with  private  or  N.H.I,  prescriptions  now 
enjoy;  and  this  can  only  be  achieved  by  the  accordance 
of  proper  recognition  to  the  officers  concerned. 


Associations'  Winter  Session 

London  (W.). — A  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  at  192  Oxford  Street,  W.i, 
on  April  2,  the  president  (Mr.  T.  Morley  Taylor)  in 
the  chair.  An  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  A.  T. 
Pitts,  D.S.O.,  L.D.S.,  on  The  Place  of  Drugs  in  Dental 
Surgery  (see  p.  448).  A  discussion  followed,  in  which 
the  chairman  and  Messrs.  Melhuish,  Roberts,  Noble, 
Falding,  Davies  and  Shirtliff  took  part.  A  cordial  vote 
of  thanks  to  Dr.  Pitts  closed  the  proceedings. 

Sheffield. — A  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Association  of 
Junior  Chemists  was  held  on  March  14,  Mr.  F.  Hindle 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Leslie  Piper,  who  gave  a  lecture  on 
"  Incompatibilities,"  included  some  typical  examples 
met  with  at  the  dispensing  counter.  Some  incompati- 
bilities, he  said,  are  preventable  by  care  in  mixing. 
Where  liq.  arsen.  and  liq.  strych.  are  ordered  together 
there  is  a  slow  deposit  of  strychnine,  which  can  be 
prevented  by  the  use  of  liq.  arsen.  hydrochlor.  This  is 
permissible  without  the  consent  of  the  prescriber.  Spt. 
aeth.  nit.  is  frequently  a  source  of  trouble,  which  can 
be  averted  by  first  neutralising  with-  an  alkaline  bi- 
carbonate. Intentional  incompatibilities  are  the  most 
frequently  met  with,  and  due  care  in  dispensing  will 
enable  the  dispenser  to  turn  out  a  presentable  prepara- 
tion. An  example  of  a  change  that  takes  place  very 
slowly  is  that  of  a  mixture  of  liq.  bism.  et  ammon.  cit. 
and  sodii  bicarb.,  a  precipitate  of  bism.  carb.  coming 
down  after  some  little  time.  In  lotio  plumbi  cum  opio 
we  get  lead  sulphate  and  meconate  formed. 
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Hickman  Centenary 

An  exhibition  of  relics  has  been  arranged  at  the  Wellcome 
Historical  Medical  Museum,  London,  W.i,  in  con- 
nection with  the  death  of  Henry  Hill  Hickman,  a  West 
Country  medical  practitioner,  who  died  at  Tenbury  on 
April  2,  1830.  A  sumptuously  printed  book  of  seventy- 
two  pages,  issued  from  the  Museum,  gives  details  of 
Dr.  Hickman's  life  and  experiments  in  operating  pain- 
lessly on  animals  after  the  administration  of  carbon 
dioxide.  The  importance  of  these  experiments  lies  in 
their  being  the  first  recorded  attempts  at  anaesthesia. 
Hickman's  approaches  to  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  King 
Charles  X  of  France,  and  other  influential  people  did 
not  result  in  any  satisfactory  recognition  of  the  im- 
portance of  his  work;  and  "but  for  the  pertinacity  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Dudley,  of  Kingswinford,  who  in  1847 
took  steps  to  establish  Hickman's  prior  claim  to  be  a 
pioneer  when  ether  was  being  tried  as  an  anaesthetic, 
it  is  possible  that  Hickman's  work  might  have  fallen 
into  oblivion.  Several  original  letters  and  other  docu- 
ments are  reproduced  in  facsimile  in  the  pamphlet,  and 
it  is  mentioned  that  the  material  for  this  interesting 
exhibition  was  collected  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Henry  S.  Wellcome.    Our  illustration  shows  Hickman's 


house  in  Teme  Street,  Tenbury,  now  the  pharmacy  of 
Hodson  &  Baldry,  chemists. 

The  Anaesthetics  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  met  at  the  Museum  on  April  2,  when  an 
address  on  Hickman  was  given  by  Lord  Dawson  of  Penn. 
Lord  Dawson  said  it  was  only  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century  that  pain  seemed  to  be  accepted  as 
an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  surgical  practice,  and 
this  same  apathy  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  delayed  for  years  the  discovery  of  inhalation 
anaesthesia  being  made  available  to  mankind.  Anaes- 
thesia as  we  now  know  it  owed  its  origin  to  the  dis- 
coveries of  Lavoisier,  to  the  discovery  of  hydrogen  by 
Cavendish  in  1766,  of  nitrogen  by  Rutherford  in  1772, 
and  of  oxygen  by  Priestley  in  1774.  The  discovery 
of  nitrous  oxide  by  Priestley  about  1774  was  followed  m 
the  year  1800  by  the  further  and  important  discovery 
of  its  anaesthetic  properties  by  Humphry  Davy.  "  A 
discovery,"  Lord  Dawson  continued,  "  is  often  due  to 
the  genius  and  efforts,  both  fruitful  and  unfruitful,  of  a 
succession  of  workers.  This  is  especially  true  of 
anaesthesia.  The  credit  for  its  discovery  belongs  more  to 
the  early  workers  than  to  those  men  of  reputation  who 
after_  a  lapse  of  years  made  available  to  mankind  the 
blessings  of  ether,  nitrous  oxide,  and  chloroform.  It 


is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  at  long  last  the  world 
tumbled  into  anaesthesia.  ...  It  is  interesting  to  inquire 
why  these  many  years  separated  the  discovery  from  the 
adoption  of  anaesthesia.  Was  it  because  Great  Britain 
was  passing  through  a  phase  of  apathy — of  mind  and 
perhaps  also  of  feeling — which  led  to  insensitiveness 
towards  suffering?  The  necessity  and  even  the  pride 
of  rapid  operating  may  have  excluded  other  considera- 
tions from  surgeons'  minds.  The  great  Liston  prided 
himself  on  being  able  to  amputate  a  leg  at  the  hip 
joint  in  under  a  minute.  Hickman,  though  a  young 
country  practioner,  had  the  mind  to  see,  the  heart  to 
feel,  what  anaesthesia  meant  for  humanity — and  strove 
to  move  his  profession  in  England  and  France  to  action. 


Adipic  Acid 

Having  been  more  or  less  a  laboratory  product  for  some 
time,  adipic  acid  has  now  become  an  article  of  in- 
dustrial importance.  It  occurs  as  colourless,  tasteless 
crystals  having  the  formula  (COOH)  (CH2)„(COOH).  At 
ordinary  temperatures  it  is  not  very  soluble  in  water; 
100  parts  of  water  dissolve  only  1.44  parts  at  15 0  C, 
but  the  solubility  increases  considerably  with  rise  in 
temperature  and  at  ioo°  C.  100  parts  of  water  dissolve 
160  parts  of  acid.  Aqueous  solutions  of  the  acid  show 
the  phenomenon  of  super-saturation.  0.605  parts  of 
adipic  acid  dissolve  in  100  parts  of  ethyl  ether  at  15 0  C. 
The  m.p.  is  i5o°-i5i°  C,  b.p.  at  100  mm.  265°  C, 
and  the  acid  may  be  distilled  in  vacuo  without  decom- 
position or  formation  of  an  anhydride.  It  is  stated 
that  adipic  acid  and  its  sodium  salt  are  harmless  sub- 
stances, and  experiments  have  shown  that  they  are 
without  any  particular  physiological  effect  on  the  living 
organism. 

On  a  commercial  scale  its  manufacture  by 
the  oxidation  of  cyclohexanol,  produced  by  hydrogena- 
tion  of  phenol,  is  the  subject  of  a  patent.  Oxidation 
is  carried  out  by  nitric  acid  or  by  warm  chromic  acid 
in  the  presence  of  a  catalyst  as  mercuric  oxide,  mer- 
curic sulphate,  vanadic  anhydride,  ammonium  vana- 
date, molybdic  anhydride.  On  the  separation  of  certain 
cresols  of  industrial  value  a  mixture  of  adipic  acid  and 
methyl  adipic  acid  is  obtained.  Of  the  homologues  of 
adipic  acid,  /?-methyl  adipic  acid,  m.p.  93°  C,  is  readily 
soluble  in  water.  The  quality  usually  met  with  in 
commerce  is  industrial  99  per  cent.  Quotations  for 
adipic  acid  are  now  included  in  the  C.  &-  D.  Trade 
Report.  As  to  its  uses,  adipic  acid  replaces  tartaric 
acid,  cream  of  tartar,  and  the  diphosphates  in 
baking  powders  and  raising  powders.  It  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  disengaging  a  greater  volume  of  carbon 
dioxide,  and  rendering  bread,  etc.,  lighter.  Baking 
powders  made  with  adipic  acid  are  more  stable  than 
the  ordinary  powders,  and  are  not  hygroscopic.  Other 
uses  include  the  preparation  of  photographic  papers, 
colouring  materials,  pharmaceutical  products,  for  the 
elimination  of  bitter  substances  in  pressed  yeast.  Com- 
mercial mixtures  of  adipic  acid  and  methyl  adipic  acid 
are  employed  in  dyeing,  in  the  cotton,  silk  and  leather 
industries,  in  colouring  and  oxidising  metals,  and  for 
the  preparation  of  polishing  liquids. 

Adipic  acid  is  used  for  making  several  esters,  among 
which  are  the  esters  of  the  hydroaromatic  alcohols,  as 
methylcyclohexanol,  employed  as  plasticisers.  The  iso- 
propylic,  amylic,  cetylic  and  octodecylic  esters  are  used 
as  fixatives  in  perfumery.  The  esters  of  adipic  acid  and 
hydrogenated  crude  cresol  are  at  the  same  time  fats 
and  waxes.  The  sodium  salts  obtained  by  partial 
esterification  of  adipic  acid  by  means  of  higher  alcohols, 
e.g.,  oleic  alcohol,  are  very  active  emulsifying  and  wet- 
ting agents.  Various  patents  have  been  taken  out  for 
the  employment  in  industry  of  adipic  acid,  and  esters  of 
adipic  acid  with  glycerin  can  be  converted  by  heat  into 
resinous,  caoutchouc-like  masses.  The  mixed  esters  of 
glycerin  and  adipic  acid  and  the  higher  fatty  acids 
(stearic,  palmitic  and  montanic)  are  waxy  materials,  the 
glvcolic  ester  of  adipic  acid  having  the  consistence  of 
suet.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III 


Council  Nominations 

are  again  sufficiently  numerous  to 
ensure  a  serious  contest,  and  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  have  the  opportunity  of  effecting  either 
an  entire  or  partial  change  in  one-third  of  the  repre- 
sentation on  the  governing  body.  Most  of  the  retiring 
councillors  who  present  themselves  for  re-election  are 
engaged  in  retail  business,  though  their  actual  associa- 
tion with  the  every-day  routine  of  shop  work  is  prob- 
ably somewhat  remote  in  particular  instances.  The 
important  point,  however,  is  whether  or  not  their  past 
record  of  service  and  their  present  attitude  towards 
the  most  pressing  problems  of  the  moment  justify 
their  return  as  our  leaders  at  what  promises  to  be  a 
peculiarly  critical  time.  It  may  be  that  among  the 
attackers  there  are  individuals  better  fitted  to  take 
charge  of  our  interests  than  some  of  those  who  have 
been  on  duty  for  the  past  three  years;  but  my  personal 
view  is  that  we  ought  to  be  fully  convinced  of  this 
before  we  decide  to  vote  for  changes  in  representation. 
A  useful  test  would  be  to  ascertain  how  the  statement 
issued  by  president  Parry  (C.  &>  D.,  April  5,  p.  427) 
appeals  to  candidates  as  a  satisfactory  provisional 
declaration  of  policy.  The  one  group  might  be  expected 
to  amplify  that  statement  and  make  it  clear  how  far 
they  are  prepared  to  go  in  the  direction  of  surrender, 
while  the  others  should  put  forward  something  definite 
in  the  shape  of  an  alternative  policy  covering  what 
is  practicable  in  the  nature  of  defence  of  our  existing 
interests  and  extension  of  those  interests. 

Other  Points 

to  which  candidates  should  be  expected  to 
devote  reasonable  consideration  include  the  proposed 
erection  of  a  palatial  abode  for  the  Society,  increased 
expenditure  on  development  of  the  Pharmacological 
Laboratories,  possible  expansion  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy at  a  time  when  other  private  schools  are 
threatened  with  extinction,  and  the  financial  bolstering 
up  of  weak  branches  of  the  Society  at  the  risk  of 
hindering  the  activities  and  progress  of  independent 
associations  that  are  capable  of  doing  much  better 
work.  Judging  from  what  the  treasurer  of  the  Society 
is  reported  to  have  said  at  the  latest  meeting  of  the 
Council  (p.  427),  the  financial  position  is  none  too 
rosy  at  the  moment. 

The  Poisons  Problem, 

as  set  out  in  your  editorial  article 
last  week  (p.  424),  might  well  be  supposed  to  be  an 
insoluble  one,  if  all  the  complications  introduced  by 
those  responsible  for  the  draft  Bill  were  really  neces- 
sary. As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  they  are  not, 
and  the  only  obvious  reason  for  their  introduction 
would  appear  to  be  the  desire  to  reconcile  various  con- 
flicting interests.  First,  we  have  the  ambition  of 
certain  Government  officials  to  control  all  dealings  in 
poisons,  more  or  less  on  similar  lines  to  those  laid 
down  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations.  Then  come 
the  manufacturers  of  poisonous  preparations,  who  are 
impatient  of  restriction  that  interferes  with  free  distri- 
bution of  their  products  and  possess  such  political  influ- 
ence as  enables  them  to  put  pressure  upon  Government 
departments.  Next,  we  have  the  officials  in  charge 
of  those  departments  anxious  to  justify  their  existence 
and  endeavouring  to  do  it  by  arranging  deals  with 
other  departments  which  enjoy  more  power.  Finally, 
there  are  unqualified  dealers  and  societies  which  seek 
to  encroach  more  upon  the  business  of  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  are  able  to  press  their  claims  in  a 
more  or  less  insidious  way.  Something  perilously  like 
free  trade  in  poisons  threatens  to  be  the  result  of  all 
the  manoeuvres  indicated,  and  one  explanation  of  the 
provisions  in  the  draft  Bill  must  be  that  a  pretence 
had  to  be  made  at  tightening  up  restrictions  on  the 


sale  of  poisons  generally,  while  the  distribution  of 
manufactured  articles  containing  poisons,  and  of  other 
poisonous  substances  in  popular  demand,  was  made 
easier.  The  height  of  absurdity  is  reached  by  a  Poisons 
List  in  two  parts,  when  every  item  in  Part  I  may 
be  sold  only  by  chemists  under  such  conditions  as 
ought  to  apply  only  to  extremely  potent  substances, 
and  everything  that  a  Secretary  of  State  chooses  to 
include  in  Part  II  may  be  supplied  by  any  person 
who  applies  for  permission  to  a  local  authority  (which 
has  no  power  to  refuse  it).  It  must  be  admitted  that 
the  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  makes  the 
proposed  Poisons  List  seem  less  absurd  than  this;  but, 
unfortunately,  the  intentions  of  the  Committee  are  not 
reflected  in  the  draft  Bill,  and  I  agree  with  you,  there- 
fore, that  this  part  of  the  Bill  will  not  do. 

Where  will  the  Council 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
exhibit  the  effigies  of  Dr.  John  Dee  and  his  nefarious 
' '  skryer  ' ' — Edward  Kelley — recently  presented  to  them  ? 
Their  personal  relationships  only  existed  for  between  six 
and  seven  years,  but  the  information  we  possess  as  to 
their  intercourse  and  the  strangely  meteoric  career  they 
experienced  together  in  that  short  space  of  time  is  so 
full  and  romantic  that  they  have  become  twin  stars  in 
the  firmament  of  English  history.  It  has  been  said  of 
them  that  "  Dee  was  more  of  an  enthusiast  than  an 
impostor  [and]  Kelley  was  more  of  an  impostor  than 
an  enthusiast."  On  the  whole  it  must  appear  that  the 
council  chamber  can  scarcely  be  the  most  appropriate 
place  to  hang  their  portraits,  unless  it  be  to  convey  to 
the  councillors  by  example  the  lesson  of  the  Japanese 
proverb:  "  Never  believe  all  you  may  hear  or  see,  be- 
cause he  who  does  so  often  believes  more  than  he  either 
hears  or  sees." 

They  Would 

however,  suitably  adorn  a  part  of  the  museum 
reserved  for  specimens  and  pictures  illustrating  the  by- 
paths down  which  even  clever  people  often  travelled  in 
the  pursuit  of  truth.  Kelley  has,  perhaps,  some 
claim  to  a  place  on  the  walls  of  a  phar- 
maceutical museum,  because  it  seems  to  be  gene- 
rally accepted  that  he  was  an  apprentice  to  an  apothe- 
cary of  Worcester,  where  he  was  born  in  1555.  It  is 
also  said  that  he  studied  at  Oxford  and  that  he  practised 
as  a  notary  in  London.  There  is  practically  no  doubt 
that  at  quite  an  early  age  he  committed  the  crime  of 
forgery — it  may  have  been  coining — for  which  he  was 
placed  in  the  pillory  and  lost  his  ears  at  Lancaster, 
lhat  he  should  come  by  money  easily  was  the  aim  he 
set  before  himself,  and  to  this  end  he  set  about  establish- 
ing a  reputation  as  a  favoured  ally  of  the  Devil.  After 
finding  in  some  unaccountable  manner  an  old  alchemical 
manuscript  and  some  red  and  white  powders,  he  secured 
an  interview  with  Dee,  and  so  began  a  partnership  of 
"  pull-devil,  pull-baker  " — wherefrom  Dee  hoped  to  get 
the  benefit  of  Kelley's  supposed  gifts  of  "  skrying,"  and 
Kelley  to  obtain  Dee's  scientific  knowledge  to  produce 
the  "  powder  of  projection."  Both  experienced  the  utmost 
disillusion  notwithstanding  that  they  were  favoured  by 
queens,  emperors  and  kings,  as  well  as  by  other  great  per- 
sonages whose  cupidity  and  avarice  blinded  them  to  the 
real  benefits  to  be  obtained  by  the  pursuit  of  legitimate 
knowledge.  When  we  look  upon  the  portrait  of  Kelley, 
with  its  bearded  face  marked  by  lines  indicative  of 
voluptuous  living,  and  capped  by  a  covering  duly 
hiding  his  aural  deficiencies,  it  is  hard  to  believe  that 
he  had  not  reached  his  fortieth  year.  It  is  his  alliance 
with  Dee  which  has  secured  for  him  a  place  in  cur 
portrait  gallery,  and  which  has  placed  him  in  that  still 
more  noted  gallery  of  Bacon's  apophthegms  as  a  warn- 
ing not  to  believe  all  we  hear.

The  Report 

An  Official  Statement 

The  statement  by  the  president  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  the  Departmental  Committee's 
Report  is  worth  examining  as  something  apart  from 
that  on  which  it  purports  to  comment.  Whenever 
chemists  talk  about  this  inquiry,  it  is  noticeable 
that  they  speak  about  the  Report,  and  partially 
forget  or  even  ignore  the  draft  Bill.  These  two 
aspects  must  be  separated  if  we  are  to  understand 
the  basis  on  which  parliamentary  action  is  likely 
to  proceed.  It  matters  very  little  for  practical  pur- 
poses what  this  Committee  said  in  its  report;  what 
does  matter  considerably  is  how  the  ideas  were 
expressed  by  the  draftsman  for  the  purposes  of  legis- 
lative action.  Conceivably,  it  may  be  taken  for 
granted  that  one  member  and  one  member  only 
declines  the  draft  Bill,  since  his  minority  report 
would  condemn  quite  a  number  of  its  provisions  as 
well  as  the  limitations  of  inquiry,  while  Mr.  Young's 
reservation  might  easily  be  covered  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  one  or  other  of  its  elastic  clauses.  The 
Council  of  the  Society  appears  also  to  be  confused 
in  quite  a  large  part  of  its  statement.  Even  in  a 
provisional  pronouncement,  it  would  have  been 
better  to  have  kept  its  comments  clear  and  not  to 
have  mixed  the  Report  and  the  draft  Bill  in  such  a 
way  as  if  wishing  to  confuse  rather  than  clarify. 
The  issue  is  self-evident,  as  we  have  more  than 
once  stated  since  this  blue  book  was  published;  the 
report  is  one  thing — about  which  one  may  smile 
but  cannot  get  cross;  the  draft  Bill  is  the  tangible 
thing  which  may  mean  life  or  death  to  what  little 
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of  the  profession  of  pharmacy  we  possess  at  the 
present  time.  It  is  at  this  point  we  meet  the  Council 
of  the  Society  in  its  official  pronouncement.  The 
statement  might  have  been  trebled  in  its  value  if 
it  had  been  cut  down  by  about  one-half,  keeping 
the  best  parts.  Doubtlessly  the  Council,  through 
the  committee  it  has  set  up,  will  meticulously 
examine  the  clauses  which  we  have  cited  in  previous 
issues;  challenge  the  phrasing  used  and  suggest,  not 
substitutes,  but  (let  us  hope)  in  some  cases  reversal 
of  what  is  there  set  down .  We  note  that  the  Council 
regrets  the  restriction  of  the  inquiry  in  the  main 
to  poisons;  but,  we  may  reiterate,  until  members 
have  the  evidence  tendered  by  the  Council  they 
cannot  withdraw  their  attention  from  the  essential 
point  that  their  representative  signed  the  Report 
with  its  draft  Bill  without  reservation,  while  the 
wholesale  representative  had  the  perspicuity  to 
refuse.  It  is  for  the  Council  of  the  Society  to  state 
in  plain  terms  what  is  its  conception  of  "  the  busi- 
ness of  a  chemist  and  druggist,"  and  not  to  stultify 
itself  with  regretting  that  the  Committee  of  inquiry 
did  not  rise  to  the  bait.  If  this  Council  of  ours 
was  hungering  for  a  definition  of  the  business,  it  is 
nevertheless  plain  to  us  that  no  one  need  worry  over 
such  a  small  detail.  The  issue  is  this.  The  State 
allows  a  Society  to  demand  conditions  for  enter- 
ing and  practising  pharmacy,  and  fails  to 
give  it  any  protection  against  the  opposition 
of  competitive  interests.  Nay,  more,  it  allows 
this  complication  and  confusion  to  grow 
without  caring  or  understanding  until  some 
accident  happens.  The  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  has  now  taken  on  a  widely  different  mean- 
ing from  the  time  it  had  "  selling  of  poisons  " 
thrust  upon  it  in  1868.  Even  in  those  days  many 
country  businesses  were  very  composite  in  character, 
containing,  however,  a  substantial  basis  of  phar- 
macy. The  National  Health  Insurance  Act  should 
have  clarified  the  issue,  but  the  Council  thought  so 
lightly  of  its  duty  in  this  respect  that  it  handed 
over  this  elemental  phase  to  another  body.  The 
Council  might  have  stated  it  more  strongly;  how 
can  it  accept  the  limiting  conception  of  pharmacy 
as  ' '  keeping  open  shop  ' '  ?  This  also  is  but  a  phase 
of  a  complicated  communal  health  service.  We  agree 
with  the  Council  in  its  regret  that  "  the  restriction 
of  the  inquiry  meant  a  partial  survey  of  the  whole 
field."  Will  the  Council,  however,  tell  us  what 
protest  it  lodged  against  the  limitation  of  the 
inquiry,  or  did  it  know  whether  it  was  limited  or 
not?  Another  point  in  the  Council's  pronouncement 
is  not  quite  what  it  might  be.  So  far  as  the  super- 
vision of  the  Privy  Council  on  the  administrative 
side  stands,  no  one  need  cavil;  but  what  is  dis- 
appointing is  the  almost  effusive  welcoming  of  com- 
pulsory membership  with  the  addition  of  registration 
of  shops  while  no  satisfying  quid  pro  quo  is  offered. 
It  is  quite  probable  that  the  Society  will  find  keen 
opposition  in  its  own  ranks  to  a  further  burden 
without  some  compensation  in  reasonable  protection. 
The  latest  annual '  financial  statement  of  the  Society 
(issued,  we  are  pleased  to  note,  on  a  plan  similar 
to  that  originated  many  years  ago  by  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist),  read  in  conjunction  with  the 
treasurer's  remarks  in  presenting  it  at  the  Council 
meeting,  indicates  some  degree  of  monetary  strin- 
gency in  the  near  future.  It  should  not  be  diffi- 
cult   in     these    days     to    create    opposition  to 


further  financial  burdens  unless  softened  by 
something  in  return.  The  Council  failed  to 
show  its  apprehension  of  this  phase  of  modern 
life.  The  dilution  or,  as  the  Council  affirms, 
strengthening  of  its  constitution  by  ad  hoc  appointed 
members  is  only  a  natural  consequent  of  disciplinary 
powers  and  inspection  of  shops;  if  these  were  not 
there,  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time  to  appoint  out- 
siders with  only  academic  interest  in  pharmacy. 
That  is  the  price  which  must  be  paid;  and  in  the 
interest  of  pharmacists,  in  view  of  the  insistent 
criticism  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  it  should 
prove  to  be  a  wise  provision — if  this  thing  ever 
becomes  law.  From  paragraph  6  to  the  conclusion, 
we  commend  the  Council's  statement;  it  coincides 
with  our  own  expression,  it  is  dignified,  and,  if 
any  complaint  were  permissible,  it  would  be  that 
the  statement  is  not  sufficiently  severe.  This  can 
readily  be  forgiven  from  the  body  which  has  struggled 
to  administer  laws  thrust  upon  it  by  Parliament 
with  one  Act  and  been  hindered  in  many  respects  by 
departments  which  have  grown  in  power  in  com- 
paratively recent  years.  The  chapter  of  pharma- 
ceutical history  from  1908  to  1930  will  be  replete 
with  instances  where  one  department,  at  least,  has 
been  steadily  undermining  the  vending  of  poisons 
by  people  trained  for  that  objective.  The  striking 
point  in  paragraph  6  is  "  The  Poisons  Board  which 
the  Society  suggested  is  adopted  by  the  Committee, 
but  it  is  to  be  purely  an  advisory  body."  This 
point  is  material  and  serves  to  emphasise  what  we 
have  repeatedly  urged :  what  did  the  Society  ask 
for  in  its  memorandum  when  it  suggested  a  Poisons 
Board?  Until  such  time  as  the  Council  publishes  its 
suggestions,  it  is  difficult  to  say  anything  on  the 
subject  of  such  a  Board  in  which  its  representative 
acquiesced.  The  term  "  advisory  "  need  not  be 
over-laboured,  for  it  is  difficult,  once  the  idea  of  a 
separate  body  is  conceded,  to  object  to  such  a  body 
being  subject  to  the  control  of  a  Government  depart- 
ment. Viewing  the  subject  from  the  outside,  with- 
out any  published  evidence,  we  cannot  escape  from 
the  impression  that,  in  suggesting  a  Poisons  Board, 
something  was  being  given  away  without  any 
adequate  return.  Even  now,  all  need  not  be  lost 
over  a  Poisons  Board  if  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  taken  into  sufficient  consultation. 
This  same  Council,  if  the  draft  Bill  is  not  amended 
in  this  respect,  will  be  the  administrative  body  for 
this  Advisory  Board  or  presumably  for  the  final 
authority,  i.e.,  the  Secretary  of  State.  We  can 
heartily  commend  the  Council  when  it  states  gener- 
ally on  this  poisons  section :  ' '  The  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  embody  many  of  these  proposals 
[the  Council's],  but  the  Council  find  in  them  a  lack 
of  precision."  Again,  we  would  like  to  see  these 
Council  proposals  so  that  members  can  understand 
why  and  where  this  Departmental  Committee  for 
sook  the  path  of  virtue  and  wandered  into  the 
devious  ways  which  cannot  fail  to  lead  to  the 
destruction  of  all  we  have,  these  many  years,  con- 
sidered the  irreducible  minimum  for  the  safety  of 
the  public.  We  fail  to  understand  why  "  the  Council 
endorses  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Young  in  his 
reservation  and  by  Mr.  Gamble  in  his  minority 
report  ' '  on  the  easy  facilities  suggested  for  obtaining 
permission  to  vend  poisons  allocated  to  Part  II  of 
the  Poisons  List  and  fails  to  say  a  word  for  Mr. 
Neathercoat,  its  own  representative,  who  made  no 
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reservation.  We  agree  with  the  Council  of  the 
Society  that  "  there  is  much  to  be  done  by  way 
of  amendment  of  the  Bill  which  the  Council  will 
at  once  take  in  hand,  but  the  opportunity  which  is 
now  given  for  removing  many  of  the  anomalies  and 
difficulties  occasioned  by  the  pharmaceutical  legis- 
lation now  in  force  is  not  lightly  to  be  passed  by." 
Quite  so !  and  perhaps  the  most  helpful  way  would 
be  to  take  a  hint  from  the  activities  of  1868  and 
1908  and  produce  a  second  draft  Bill  embodying  in 
proper  and  ordered  sequence  an  adequate  conception 
of  pharmacy,  its  ancillary  activities  and,  finally, 
control  of  poisons  distribution  in  the  public  interests, 
which  would  meet  the  conditions  of  a  modern  demo- 
cratic state  without  producing  confusion  worse 
confounded. 

Linseed  Shortage  and  the  Oil  Product 

There  has  been  a  considerable  reaction  in  market  con- 
ditions for  linseed  and  linseed  oil  since  the  close  of 
the  past  year,  which  is  largely  the  outcome  of  the 
general  unsettlement  in  commodity  markets.  The  slack- 
ness of  trade  under  adverse  economic  conditions,  and 
the  consequent  lack  of  confidence  which  have  been 
clearly  reflected  in  the  intense  crisis  in  shipping,  together 
with  the  severe  slump  in  the  grain  markets  and  Budget 
uncertainties,  have  all  been  factors  which  have  acted 
as  a  restraint  on  the  demand  for  all  seed-oils  and 
kindred  products.  It  is  obvious  that  the  abnormally 
high  prices  both  for  linseed  and  its  oil  which  ruled 
since  the  latter  part  of  September  last,  based  on  intelli- 
gent calculations  of  a  serious  shortage  in  the  new 
season's  Argentina  crop  yield,  encouraged  some  keen 
speculation;  and  as  commented  in  our  issue  of  Decem- 
ber 14  last  (p.  715),  this  already  resulted  in  the  premium 
on  spot  oil  being  forced  up  to  about  ^5  per  ton  over 
the  value  of  forward  oil.  Home  consumers  throughout 
have  been  but  little  inclined  to  buy  in  excess  of  their 
requirements  at  inflated  prices,  especially  in  view  of 
dull  trade  conditions  and  the  possibility  of  a  large 
increase  in  the  spring  sowings  for  the  next  North 
American  crops.  The  slump  in  wheat  and  the  difficult 
position  of  the  North  American  "  pools,"  with  the 
probability  of  the  maintenance  of  a  high  domestic  price 
for  linseed'  over  the  autumn,  will  doubtless  induce 
American  farmers  to  devote  as  much  of  their  acreage 
as  possible  to  linseed  under  the  high  protective  duty 
against  imports  of  foreign  seed.  There  is,  however, 
no  escape  for  the  United  States  from  the  need  of 
maintaining  her  imports  largely  from  the  River  Plate 
for  the  next  six  months  or  so,  in  order  to  cope  with 
her  heavy  consumption  of  linseed-oil;  and  the  fact 
remains  that  the  world  markets  are  faced  with  a  short- 
age of  Argentine  seed  this  season  of  about  33  per 
cent.— compared  with  the  previous  full  crop.  The 
official  estimate  of  the  Argentine  crop  issued  recently 
amounts  to  only  about  1,400,000  tons,  and  the  total 
shipments  from  the  River  Plate  since  the  beginning 
of  this  year  to  about  February  20  already  represent 
nearly  360,000  tons,  of  which  218,000  tons  were  booked 
for  European  ports,  and  141,000  tons  for  the  United 
States,  while  only  limited  quantities  were  shipped  from 
India  and  other  sources.  Some  difficulty  is,  of  course, 
bound  to  arise  in  coping  with  the  world  demand  in 
the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year,  even  at 
an  inflated  price,  on  account  of  the  comparatively  small 
River  Plate  exportable  surplus.  European  imports  in 
the  closing  months  of  the  past  year  were  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  curtailed  by  the  much  larger  quantities 
drawn  by  the  United  States.  Our  total  imports  from 
all  sources  for  last  year  with  comparison  for  1928 
were  as  follows :  —

It  will  be  seen  that  our  receipts  from  the  Argentine 
for  the  past  year  have  shrunk  by  over  100,000  tons, 
and,  in  spite  of  an  excess  of  42,631  tons  in  India's 
contribution,  there  has  been  with  some  decrease  from 
other  countries  a  net  deficit  in  total  imports  of  62,857 
tons.  Looking  upon  the  1928  supply  as  being  approxi- 
mately normal,  it  is  obvious  that  crushing  operations 
by  the  home  mills  have  been  considerably  curtailed,  but 
the  reduced  make  of  oil  has  been  to  a  large  extent  made 
up  by  the  considerably  heavier  quantities  of  linseed- 
oil  marketed  on  this  side  by  Continental  crushers.  The 
latter  contributed  last  year  31,093  tons,  or  an  increase 
of  over  8,600  tons  against  1928,  while  the  returns  for 
December  were  particularly  heavy  at  4,451  tons.  During 
January  the  receipts,  although  less,  were  nevertheless 
again  heavy  at  3,839  tons,  which  against  exports  of 
home-made  oil  of  1,769  tons  made  our  net  imports  for 
that  month  2,070  tons.  This  gives  some  idea  how 
seriously  the  British  mills  are  handicapped  by  Conti- 
nental competitors  who  have  the  advantage  of  cheaper 
labour.  However,  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that,  on 
account  of  a  threatened  famine  in  raw  material  in  the 
course  of  this  year,  British  consumers  will  have  to 
depend  largely  on  imports  of  foreign  oil,  as  the  home 
output  will  probably  be  comparatively  small.  Home 
imports  of  linseed  during  January  were  absurdly  small, 
being  only  6,617  tons  from  all  sources  (against  17,359 
tons  for  January  1929),  which  compares  with  a  monthly 
average  of  23,800  and  29,030  tons  respectively  in  the 
two  preceding  years. 


Artificial  Coffee  Oil 

An  artificial  coffee  oil,  which  can  properly  be  described 
as  a  triumph  of  synthetic  chemistry,  has  been  placed 
on  the  market  by  the  Internationale  Nahrungs-  und 
Genussmittel-A.G.  The  resemblance  in  aroma  to  pure 
natural  coffee  is  most  remarkable.  Up  till  recently 
little  was  known  of  the  aromatic  constituents  of  coffee. 
Erdmann  considered  that  a  colourless  oil  containing 
nitrogen  was  the  chief  odour  bearer,  whilst  Bonseimer 
considered  a  phenolin  compound,  caffeol,  to  be  the 
chief  constituent.  The  present  patentees  (Patent  No. 
260,960)  have  shown  that  the  following  bodies  are 
present  in  the  aromatic  oil  of  roast  coffee;  hydrogen 
sulphide,  methyl-mercaptan,  furfuryl-mercaptan  and 
higher  mercaptans,  dimethyl-sulphide  and  higher 
sulphides,  acetaldehyde,  methyl-ethyl-acetaldehyde, 
furfurol,  methyl-furfurol,  acetone,  higher  aliphatic 
aldehydes  and  ketones,  ketones  of  the  furane  series, 
vinyl-guaiacol,  dioxyaceto-phenone,  pyrazine,  methyl- 
pyrrol,  and  numerous  other  bodies.  The  varying 
characters  of  coffee  depend  not  only  on  the  kind  of 
coffee,  but  on  the  method  of  roasting.  Some  of  the 
constituents  are  far  more  important  from  the  odour 
point  of  view  than  others;  and  their  bodies  are  not 
the  phenols  nor  nitrogen  compounds,  but  sulphur  com- 
pounds of  the  hetero-cyclic  inercaptan  series.  It  was 
found  that  many  of  the  substances  present  in  the 
natural  oil  could  be  replaced  by  analogous  substances 
obtained  from  other  sources:  for  example,  vinyl- 
guaiacol  may  be  replaced  by  eugenol  and  furfurol  by 
propylaldehyde.  The  patent  is  an  exceedingly  interest- 
ing one,  and  contains  a  great  deal  of  information  on 
the  preparation  of  a  large  number  of  the  constituents 
used.  In  order  to  modify  the  aroma  as  required, 
small  quantities  of  any  given  natural  coffee  oil  may  be 
added  to  the  artificial  oil.

The  Departmental  Committee's  Report 

By  Arthur  Mortimer,  Barrister-at-Law 


NOW  we  know  why  the  report  was  so  long 
delayed.  First  that  fickle  jade,  rumour,  said 
it  wouldn't  be  published — then  it  would — and 
again  it  wouldn't.  Here  it  is:  all  honour  to  Mr. 
Gamble  for  refusing  to  sign  it  and  for  his  courage  in 
taking  a  real  stand  for  pharmacy  and  pharmacists.  Mr. 
Young,  also,  took  a  stand  on  one  vital  point. 

Let  us  examine  the  draft  Bill  in  detail  and  see  what 
it  is  proposed  to  do  with  pharmacy  and  poisons.  That 
large  and  most  important  class  of  poisons  which  we 
call  "  dangerous  "  drugs  never  came  under  considera- 
tion at  all.  In  future,  though  the  Privy  Council  will 
still  be  the  central  authority  for  pharmacy,  yet  the 
central  authority  for  poisons  will  be  the  Home  Secre- 
tary, assisted  by  an  Advisory  Committee,  to  be  called 
the  "  Poisons  Board."  This  is  not  the  same  bodv 
which  will  have  charge  of  (and  the  power  to  make 
Orders  and  Regulations  under)  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Acts,  for  that  is  the  Home  Office  alone  without  the 
assistance  of  the  Poisons  Board.  The  pharmacist  will 
be  subject  to — 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
The  Privy  Council, 
The  Poisons  Board, 
The  Home  Office, 
The  Ministry  of  Health, 
.    The  Weights  and  Measures  Department, 
The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise, 

besides  those  departments  and  officials  common  to  all 
shopkeepers  and  business  men.  The  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  itself  will  be  enriched  by 
the  addition  of  three  representatives  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil. There  are  two  suggestions  which  may  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  Society,  namely:  — 

(1)  Compulsory  membership  of  all  registered  persons  on 
payment  of  an  annual  -fee  not  exceeding  £2.  If  the  member- 
ship ceases  the  name  is  removed  from  the  Register,  but  it 
can  be  replaced  subject  to  certain  provisions. 

(2)  The  Society  shall  be  empowered  to  pass  by-laws  with- 
out the  necessity  of  confirmation  and  approval  by  a  special 
general  meeting. 

As  for  (i),  this  has  been  advocated  often;  the  most 
recent  effort,  as  far  as  memory  serves,  was  made  by 
the  Leeds  Association.  As  to  (2),  for  a  considerable 
time  this  reform  has  been  overdue. 

The  draft  Bill  does  define  "  dispensing,"  and  thus 
should  settle  the  difference  between  "  dispense  "  and 
"  compound,"  that  is,  if  the  definition  is  adequate. 
"  Dispense,"  so  the  draft  Bill  says,  "  means  the  supply- 
ing of  a  poison  on  and  in  accordance  with  a  prescrip- 
tion duly  given  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner, 
a  registered  dentist  or  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon." 
"  Dispensing  "  surely  goes  further  than  that. 

Though  the  Committee  considered  the  points  just 
mentioned  in  reference  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  Council,  as  well  as  dispensing,  yet  they  would 
not  do  as  Mr.  Gamble  desired,  namely,  consider  and 
define  what  in  existing  conditions  should  be  the  busi- 
ness of  a  pharmacist.  Until  this  is  considered  in  all  its 
phases,  as  well  as  the  "administration  of  the  D.D.A., 
dispensing,  use  and  storage  of  poisons  in  hospitals  and 
doctors'  surgeries,  besides  chemists'  shops,  no  satisfac- 
tory Bill  can  possibly  be  produced. 

Poisons 

When  we  come  to  the  part  of  the  draft  Bill  dealing 
with  poisons,  we  see  what  drastic  changes  are  sug- 
gested. These  are  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
ceases  to  be  the  body  responsible  for  carrying  out  the 
law  in  this  respect.  For  more  than  eighty  years,  at  no 
cost  to  the  country,  and  without  a  complaint,  the 
Society,  at  considerable  expense,  has  administered  the 


Pharmacy  Acts  in  a  way  that  should  be  a  pattern  to  any 
Government  department,  yet  it  is  to  be  superseded. 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  suggests  the  method  which 
should  have  been  adopted.  However,  the  Committee 
has  decided  to  recommend  that  the  Poisons  Board  should 
deal  with  all  matters  in  reference  to  poisons  othef-  than 
"  dangerous  "  drugs.  The  pharmacist  is  to  become  an 
"  authorised  seller  of  poisons." 

As  to  Part  II  poisons,  the  "  authorised  seller  of 
poisons  "  can  deal  in  these  also,  but  so  can  large  num- 
bers of  untrained  and  unqualified  business  men.  The 
draft  Bill  allows  any  person  having  a  place  of  business 
who  applies  to  have  his  name  in  the  list  of  sellers  of 
Part  II  poisons,  providing  his  application  is  in  writing 
on  the  prescribed  form  and  he  pays  the  appropriate  fee 
to  the  local  authority,  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the 
list.  The  local  authority  has  power  to  refuse  to  enter 
such  name  or  may  remove  any  name  if  for  any  sufficient 
reason  relating  either  to  him  personally  or  to  his 
premises  they  think  such  course  advisable.  That 
oppears   to   mean   that  imbecility,    infancy,  habitual

drunkenness  and  unsatisfactory  premises  will  be  about 
the  onlv  legitimate  reasons  on  which  the  local  authoritv 
can  refuse  to  enter  a  name  or  remove  one  once  it  has 
been  entered.  The  number  of  sellers  of  Part  II  poisons 
will  only  be  limited  by  the  number  of  those  who  apply. 
With  chemists'  shops  in  every  city,  town  and  village,  cr 
within  easy  access,  there  is  no  earthly  reason  why  the 
opportunity  to  hand  out  death-dealing  preparations 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  any  but  qualified  persons 
who  know  the  therapeutic  effects  of  poisons,  their  uses, 
dangers  and  antidotes.  Two  of  the  pharmacist  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  took  the  strong  line  on  this  point. 
As  one  who  has  had  a  great  experience  of  doctors,  it 
astounds  me  that  they,  too,  did  not  insist  on  all  poisons 
being  solety  in  the  hands  of  trained  and  qualified  people. 
The  draft  Bill  does  not  even  make  it  necessary  for  the 
local  authority  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  area  or  the 
number  and  position  of  the  shops  owned  and  managed 
by  pharmacists.  All  who  ask  shall  receive.  The  1908 
Act  opened  the  door,  and  the  result  has  been  seen  in 
the  uses  to  which  poisons  purchased  from  unqualified 
vendors  have  been  put — and  now  this  new  suggestion 
will  not  even  open  the  door  wider,  but  will  take  away 
the  door  altogether  and  the  doorposts  as  well. 

To  deal  with  the  proposed  Bill  in  detail  is  not  my 
present  purpose.  These  are  just  a  few  thoughts  on  the 
general  principles.  It  will  be  considered  by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  craft  who  is  interested  in  the  future  of  either 
pharmacy  or  the  country.  My  only  suggestion  is  a 
quiet  funeral;  "  down,  down  among  the  dead  men  let  it 
lie."  Then  with  the  experience  gained  a  new  Commit- 
tee, with  wide  powers  of  reference,  can  deal  with  the 
matter  as  a  whole,  not  in  a  piecemeal  fashion,  and 
bring  forth  suggestions  that  will  be  workable  and  useful 
to  medicine,  pharmacy  and  the  well-being  of  our  people. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

Evening  Meeting  in  Edinburgh 


The  fifth  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  March  19,  Mr.  Charles 
Simpson  (chairman  of  the  Executive)  presiding. 

The  Chairman  said  that  by  special  request  of  the 
Executive,  Mr.  Henry  Hilditch,  chief  chemist  with 
Chalmers  &  Co.,  metal  merchants,  Leith,  had  con- 
sented to  give  an  address.  The  subject  of  Mr.  Hilditch 's 
address  was  one  of  general  interest,  and  would  be  par- 
ticularly interesting  to  pharmacists.  He  called  upon 
Mr.  Hilditch  to  address  the  meeting  on:  — 

Utilisation  of  Non- Ferrous  Scrap 

[Abstract] 

Mr.  Hilditch  said  it  was  difficult  to  realise  the  con- 
ditions under  which  men  lived  when  iron  was  so  rare 
that  it  formed  a  precious  gift  from  one  king  to  another, 
or  the  time  of  the  first  metal  currency,  which  was  iron. 
Nor  did  they  seriously  realise  that  their  supplies  of 
copper  and  tin,  lead  and  zinc,  bountifully  given  in 
large  deposits,  were  at  an  ever-increasing  rate  being 
scattered  over  the  earth's  surface  and  lost  for  ever 
to  the  use  of  man.  A  tin  can  thrown  out  on  the 
dust  heap  meant  a  very  small  quantity  of  tin  for  ever 
lost  to  the  use  of  man.  When  one  considered  that 
80  per  cent,  of  the  world's  tin  produce  was  used  in 
that  way  the  matter  became  a  large  one.  What  was 
true  of  tin  was  equally  true  of  other  metals.  The 
natural  deposits  were  strictly  limited.  Those  engaged 
in  scrap  metal  collection  were  prolonging  civilisation 
by  placing  back  into  industry  metals  which  had  served 
their  first  immediate  purpose.  The  business  of  classifi- 
cation and  the  offering  of  suitable  material  to  the  most 
suitable  user  was  a  highly  skilled  one.  Metals  regarded 
twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  as  pure  would  to-day  be 
classed  as  very  impure,  science  having  evolved  better 
methods  of  refining  and  eliminating  impurities.  At  one 
time  all  American  aluminium  contained  copper.  The 
metals  dealt  with  were  copper,  tin,  lead,  zinc,  nickel 
and  aluminium.  Very  few  of  these  metals  were  really 
pure,  as  various  substances  such  as  arsenic  and  anti- 
mony were  sometimes  added  to  give  certain  physical 
properties.  By  far  the  greater  proportion  of  scrap 
metals  were  alloys  or  mixtures  of  these  metals.  By 
the  use  of  an  electric  drill  they  could  get  borings  in 
which  the  hardness  and  colour  of  the  metal  were  good 
guides.  An  experienced  eye  could  pick  out  lead  with 
sufficient  accuracy  to  prevent  a  multiplicity  of  chemical 
analyses.  The  inclusion  of  aluminium  and  manganese 
would  completely  spoil  any  scrap  metal  from  the 
founder's  point  of  view.  The  business  of  a  dealer  in 
scrap  metal  was  not  only  a  highly  skilled  one  but  also 
highly  responsible. 

The  address  was  illustrated  by  a  large  series  of 
examples. 

Discussion 

The  Chairman  said  they  would  all  agree  with  him 
that  their  expectations  had  been,  more  than  realised. 
They  had  listened  to  a  practical,  most  interesting  and 
instructive  address. 

Mr.  Hill  said,  among  other  things,  this  interesting 
address  suggested  that  things  are  not  always  what  they 
seem.  With  regard  to  classifying  from  the  appear- 
ance of  the  borings,  that  was  a  point  of  general  interest 
to  pharmacists  who  had  to  conduct  analytical  work. 
It  indicated  how  much  might  be  gained  by  the  appli- 
cation of  common  sense  and  observation  in  the  way 
of  preliminary  tests.  That  was  a  strong  point  with 
the  late  Dr.  John  Gibson.  The  deposits  of  metals  to 
which  Mr.  Hilditch  alluded  were  found  in  alluvial 
rocks  in  which  by  some  geological  process  they  had 
been  accumulated.  Geological  processes  were  continu- 
ally in  operation.  It  would  seem  there  was  a  tendency 
in  Nature's  processes  to  concentrate  metals  at  particu- 
lar points  in  the  alluvium  so  that  they  had  these 
metallic  deposits  being  continually  re-formed. 


Mr.  Arthur  felt  it  was  certainly  worth  while  for  any 
pharmacist  to  hear  such  a  very  interesting  explanation 
of  what  he  might  call  the  romance  of  the  metal  mer- 
chant's business. 

Mr.  Wilson  said  he  was  afraid  most  of  them  were 
rather  hazy  about  this  recovery  of  metals,  and  had  a 
crude  notion  that  all  the  material  was  collected 
together,  melted  up  and  poured  out  into  one  mass. 
Mr.  Hilditch  had  shown  them  what  a  complicated 
business  this  metal  recovery  really  was.  He  had  great 
pleasure  in  asking  them  to  accord  to  Mr.  Hilditch  a 
very  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

Mr.  Hilditch,  replying,  said  popularly  they  were 
sometimes  regarded  as  rag-and-bone  and  scrap-metal 
merchants  in  a  somewhat  lowly  category  of  industry. 
He  was  glad,  however,  if  he  had  shown  them  what 
a  very  interesting  business.it  was. 

The  Chairman  expressed  the  hope  that  they  might 
have  Mr.  Hilditch  back  again  at  one  of  their  meetings. 

Mr.  Guthrie  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chair- 
man. 

Mr.  Harley,  in  seconding,  said  he  would  like  to 
mention  particularly  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Hill,  which 
contributed  so  largely  to  the  success  of  these  meetings 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  with  acclamation, 
and  was  briefly  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Hill  and  the 
chairman. 


North  British  Executive  Meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  March  19, 
Mr.  Charles  Simpson  in  the  chair.  Apologies  for  absence 
were  received  from  the  vice-president  and  Mr.  Jack. 

Deaths 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  to  report  the  death  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Mackinnon,  divisional  secretary  for  the 
Govan  district  of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Mackinnon  had  been 
well  known  and  highly  respected  in  pharmaceutical  circles 
in  Glasgow  for  very  many  years,  and  from  1917  had 
filled  the  office  of  divisional  secretary.  He  had  also 
to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  John  H.  Fisher,  Ph.C,  Dun- 
fermline. Mr.  Fisher  took  a  great  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society,  and  for  thirty-eight  years  was  a 
member  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch, 
resigning  owing  to  illness  in  1928. 

Nomination  of  Divisional  Secretary 

It  was  agreed  to  nominate  Mr.  James  Cameron 
Semple,  830  Govan  Road,  Glasgow,  S.W.,  for  appoint- 
ment as  divisional  secretary  for  the  Govan  district  of 
Glasgow,  in  room  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Mackinnon. 

Departmental  Committee's  Report 

The  Chairman  explained  that,  by  a  fortunate  coin- 
cidence, copies  of  the  report,  which  had  just  been 
issued,  had  come  to  hand.  Acting  on  instructions  from 
the  president,  a  copy  of  the  report  and  an  explanatory 
communication  had  been  forwarded  to  all  the  Scottish 
branches  of  the  Society,  asking  them  to  await  a  further 
communication  from  the  Council  before  taking  any 
public  action  in  the  matter.  The  president  had  also 
invited  past  chairmen  of  the  Executive  to  attend  the 
meeting,  and  of  these  Mr.  H.  P.  Arthur  would  be  able 
to  attend.  The  Executive  then  carefully  examined  the 
report  and  the  appended  draft  Bill  to  amend  the  law 
relating  to  pharmacy  and  poisons.

Report  on  the  March  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  March  4  con- 
tained one  part  by  weight  of  magnesium  hydroxycarbo- 
nate,  four  parts  of  sodium  oxalate,  and  five  parts  of 
sodium  acetate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a 
mixture  is :  —

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  forty-six 
students  and  sixteen  reports  were  returned  for  exami- 
nation. .Sodium  was  the  only  constituent  detected  in 
every  case,  although  magnesium  was  missed  in  only 
a  single  instance.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the 
acidic  radicals  were  numerous;  carbonate  and  oxalate 
each  being  missed  in  seven  cases  and  acetate  in  eight. 
Four  students  failed  to  report  the  evolution  of  water 
when  the  powder  was  heated  in  dry  tube. 

The  simple  preliminary  testing  by  cautiously  heating 
the  powder  on  a  fragment  of  porcelain  and  in  a  hard 
glass  tube  gave  a  certain  amount  of  useful  information, 
inasmuch  as  the  darkening  which  took  place  indicated 
the  probable  presence  of  organic  matter,  while  water 
was  evolved  and  products  due  to  the  decomposition  of 
the  acetate  were  more  or  less  distinctly  recognisable. 
The  powder  was  not  entirely  soluble  in  water,  but 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid  yielded  a  clear  solution,  with 
the  evolution  of  minute  bubbles  of  carbon  dioxide. 
The  quantity  of  this  evolved  gas  was  small,  but  the 
bubbles  were  easily  seen  on  close  observation,  and  should 
have  been  more  generally  detected  than  was  actually 
the  case. 

The  detection  of  the  magnesium  and  sodium  pre- 
sented no  difficulty.  Potassium,  although  absent,  was 
reported  in  numerous  instances  as  a  constituent, 
apparently  in  consequence  of  the  flame  coloration  due 
to  sodium  having  been  observed  to  pass  through  insuffi- 
ciently intensely  coloured  cobalt  blue  glass — a  cause  of 
error  to  which  frequent  and  recent  reference  has  been 
made.  A  few  minutes  devoted  to  practice  concerning 
this  matter  with  a  sodium  salt,  a  potassium  salt,  and 
some  mixtures  of  both  in  varying  proportions,  and 
employing  a  sufficient  number  of  thicknesses  of  blue 
glass  to  cut  off  entirely  the  sodium  flame  coloration, 
would  enable  students  to  avoid  many  mistakes. 

The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  oxalate  were 
usually  due  to  the  omission  to  make  any  test  for  its 
presence,  while  in  the  testing  for  acidic  radicals  with 
silver  nitrate,  the  formation  of  silver  oxalate,  which  is 
not  retained  in  solution  in  the  absence  of  nitric  acid  in 
moderate  concentration,  was  responsible  for  the  report, 
in  a  number  of  cases,  of  the  presence  of  a  chloride  as 
a  main  constituent. 

The  powder  was  one  which  students  may  easily  imi- 
tate for  themselves,  and  those  who  have  made  serious 
mistakes  in  their  analyses  are  strongly  recommended  to 
prepare  a  similar  mixture  in  quantity  and  to  examine 
its  behaviour  attentively  in  the  course  of  the  usual 
routine  analytical  treatment.

Record    of    matters    concerning    Chemists'   interests   In  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Liverpool. — It  was  reported  to  the  Liverpool  Insurance 
Committee  at  a  recent  meeting  that  there  were  at  the 
beginning  of  1930  325,200  insured  persons  in  Liverpool, 
compared  with  326,861  twelve  months  previously.  Pre- 
scriptions in  1929  numbered  1,566,292,  as  compared  with 
1,439,414  in  1928.  The  total  cost  was  £54,617,  against- 
£50,709,  and  the  average  cost  per  person  44.54d., 
against  40.35d. 

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  held  on  March  19,  Mr.  A.  W.  Hall 
in  the  chair,  copies  of  two  reports  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  the  definition  of  drugs,  etc.,  were  re- 
ceived from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  was 
explained  that  there  was  a  prospect  of  chemists  being 
in  future  safeguarded  against  loss  when  doctors  ordered 
items  that  might  be  disallowed.  A  circular  letter  from 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  intimated  that  chemists' 
accounts  for  1929  would  be  paid  in  full,  and  that  the 
provisional  deductions  from  dispensing  fees  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1930  would  amount  to  5  per  cent.  A 
notification  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
the  effect  that  the  cost  of  the  supply  and  distribution 
of  the  National  Insurance  Formula^  would  henceforth 
be  borne  as  a  charge  upon  the  administration  fund  of 
the  Insurance  Committee.  The  supervisor's  report  in- 
cluded the  following  particulars: —

— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee held  recently  it  was  reported  that  a  complaint 
against  a  chemist  in  respect  of  a  prescription  had 
been  considered,  and  that  although  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  thought  that  the  withholding  of  a  sum  of  money 
was  called  for  the  Committee  did  not  take  that  view, 
and  imposed  no  penalty.

To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
Into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
In  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are 
charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even 
in  bulk  quantities.

A  slightly  more  confident  tone  has  been  evident  on  ihe 
markets  this  week,  and  a  somewhat  better  business  is 
reported  in  several  directions,  although  the  improvement 
cannot  be  called  general.  That  there  is  still  something 
seriously  amiss  with  the  home  industrial  situation  is 
apparent  from  the  fact  that  the  returns  of  unemployment 
latterly  disclosed  made  a  worse  showing  than  ever,  with 
a  further  heavy  increase  in  the  total  recorded.  The  suc- 
cessive reductions  made  in  the  Bank-rate  and  the  talk  of 
further  ease  in  money  conditions  do  not  seem  to  be  helping 
trade  much  towards  a  revival,  which  is  the  more  dis- 
appointing, as  this  is  the  time  of  year  when  usually  more 
activity  develops  in  merchant  business.  There  are 
few  changes  in  drugs.  Cardamoms  at  auction  were 
steady  for  Ceylon-Mysore.  Ipecacuanha  is  neg- 
lected and  easier.  Camphor  tablets  are  offered 
at  cheaper  rates  for  shipment.  Cod  liver  oil  has 
fluctuated  during  the  past  fortnight,  but  is  now  rather 
higher.  Rhubarb  is  much  scarcer.  Menthol  is  held  for 
higher  prices,  while  American  and  Japanese  peppermint 
oils  are  also  dearer. _  Caraway  and  clove  are  dearer;  cedar- 
wood  is  firmer;  Sicilian  citrus  oils  and  wormseed  have 
declined.  Citronellas  are  firmer  on  spot  and  forward. 
Among  the  aromatic  seeds,  Dutch  caraway  is  again  higher 
on  _  the  spot ;  while  Morocco  fenugreek  for  shipment  is 
easier.  _  Only  a  limited  business  is  being  done  in  phar- 
maceutical chemicals,  in  consequence  of  which  there  is  a 
tendency  to  shade  the  fixed  prices  of  some  DroducLs. 
Cream  of  tartar  is  easier  on  a  very  quiet  market,  and 
calcium  lactate  is  slightly  cheaper.  The  demand  for  in- 
dustrial chemioals  continues  disappointing,  only  a  small 
volume  of  business  being  done.  There  have  been  no  price 
movements  of  importance.  In  the  coal  tar  products  slightly 
easier  prices  are  reported  for  cresylic  acid  and  creosote 
oil ;  carbolic  acid  crystals  remain  quiet.  Among  the  fixed 
oils,  there  has  been  a  general  improvement,  and  prices 
show  some  recovery.  Cotton  shows  more  activity,  while 
palm  kernel  is  slightly  dearer;  rape  and  linseed  are 
rather  firmer;  turpentine  has  been  more  active.  In  the 
metal  group,  platinum  has  shown  further  weakness;  mer- 
cury has  been  dull  with  hand-to-mouth  buying,  and 
antimony  is  steady.

The  last  fortnight  was  favoured  by  good  weather  and  a  large 
participation  of  fishermen.  A  fortnight  ago  the  production 
was  very  email,  and  at  that  time  prices  for  livers  increased 
practically  every  day,  and  there  was  quite  a  battle  among 
producers'  to  secure  as  many  livers  as  possible  from  the  fisher- 
men. The  placing  of  fair  contracts  from  consuming  markets 
were  also  noted.  The  reports  of  rich  fishing,  however,  imme- 
diately brought  the  market  down. 

Bergen  April  4.— Daring  the  last  fourteen  days  the  fisheries 
<p  Lofoten  have  been  extremely  rich,  and  the  last  week's  result 
has  been  the  largest  since  the  official  control  was  started.  The 
participation  is  also  bigger  than  before,  as  about  8,700  boats 
with  about  30,000  fishermen  have  been  engaged.  The  fisheries 
are  however,  now  diminishing  and  the  catches  are  greatly 
reduced.  On  account  of  the  large  increase  In  the  production 
of  cod-liver  oil  the  prices  have  been  declining,  and  new  Lofoten 
oil  has  been  sold  at  a  price  corresponding  to  109s.  per  barrel 
c  i.f  London.  The  sale  has  been  very  small  on  account  of 
buyers  holding  back.  The  prices,  however,  now  seem  to  have 
touched  bottom.

Palm  continues 
steady  and  business  has  been  fairly  good  :  Lagos,  29s.  3d. ; 
softs,  28s.  9d. ;  mediums,  29s.  3d. ;  hards,  31s.  3d. ; 
bleached,  32s.  6d.  spot.  Rape  is  firmer  and  the 
market  brighter :  refined,  41s. ;  crude,  39s.  spot.  Soya 
is  unchanged  with  the  market  steady :  deodorised, 
37s.  6d.;  crude,  34s.  6d.  spot.  Linseed  (raw,  naked).— 
Prices  for  all  positions  show  some  recovery  on  the  week 
with  the  market  rather  irregular  at  the  moment:  on  spot, 
41s  ;  April,  39s.  6d. ;  May- August,  39s. ;  September- 
December,  38e.  lgd.  Boiled  oil  on  spot,  44s.  3d.  Turpentine. 
—There  has  been  distinctly  more  activity,  partly  induced  by 
some  talk  of  a  possible  increase  in  the  duty,  while  American 
markets  are  firm.  The  London  spot  price  closes  steady  at 
44s.

Draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

Sir, — I  have  been  rather  interested  in  reading  the 
draft  Poisons  Bill.  One  thing  plainly  emerges  from  it: 
it  is  the  discipline  of  the  pharmacist  that  is  aimed  at. 
The  pharmacist  as  a  dispenser  of  drugs  is  no  'prentice 
hand.  He  has  had  his  practical  training,  he  is  con- 
stantly weighing,  measuring,  smelling,  mixing,  and  his 
experience  is  unique;  and  if  there  is  any  specialist  in 
the  handling  of  drugs  and  poisons  it  is  surely  he.  We 
have  read  many  letters  concerning  prescriptions  which 
have  to  be  corrected  by  the  pharmacist;  but  if  he  is  to 
be  fully  credited  for  this  unpaid  censorship,  it  ought  to 
be  placed  on  record  as  it  occurs.  There  should  be  a 
department  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  where  photo- 
graphs of  actual  prescriptions  sent  out  by  doctors  for 
the  chemist  to  dispense — -which  if  dispensed  as  written 
would  be  deleterious  if  not  actually  poisonous — are 
kept.  The  pharmacists  ought  to  be  encouraged  to  go 
to  this  trouble,  not  for  publication,  but  as  an  exhibit, 
and  a  record  to  be  used  as  concrete  argument  that  the 
pharmacist  is  actually  a  check  on  the  carelessness  or 
incompetence  of  some  of  the  practitioners.  The  isolated 
chemist  at  present  is  a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness. 
We  ought  to  act  more  in  concert.  The  proposals  of 
the  draft  Poisons  Bill  will  undoubtedly  be  utilised  to 
employ  a  ^further  crowd  of  inspectors  and  officials,  and 
perhaps  this  is  the  principal  reason  of  its  production. 
I  think  every  pharmacist  should  read  this  draft  Bill 
and  be  determined  to  take  steps  to  raise  the  status  of 
pharmacy.  Nobody  in  this  country  is  taken  any  notice 
cf  in  these  days  unless  he  shouts,  and  shouts  loudly.

My 
object  in  writing  to  the  leading  drug  journal  circulating 
amongst  the  craft  is  to  suggest  that  now  is  the  time  for 
consolidation,  not  only  of  these  societies  in  Northern 
Ireland,  but  also  of  these  societies  with  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  of  Great  Britain.  Why  so  manv 
societies  ?  Why  so  much  waste — in  time,  money  and 
energy?  When  Northern  Ireland  get  the  medical  benefit 
for  insured  persons,  as  in  Great  Britain,  union  with  the 
R.P.U.  would  be  desirable,  to  each  and  to  all;  and  as 
union  or  amalgamation  is  in  the  air,  this  seems  to  be 
the  psychological  moment.  May  I  suggest  that  the  presi- 
dents of  the  three  Irish  societies  (Messrs.  Storey,  Culbert 
and  Abernethy)  get  together  and  collectively  invite  Mr. 
Gilleghan,  of  Leeds  (the  chairman  of  Executive  of  the 
R.P.U.)  to  come  over  here  and  address  an  inclusive 
meeting?    I  throw  out  these  suggestions.

What  we  want  to 
hear  and  read  in  the  election  addresses  soon  to  be 
before  us  is  the  definite  view  of  the  candidates  on 
this  draft  Bill — not  vague  generalities  or  a  policy  of 
non-discussion,  but  some  definite  idea  as  to  whether 
they  are  in  favour  of  the  Bill  or  not,  and  what  clauses 
they  would  fight  or  support.

A  Generation  Ago 

Sir,— Like  "  H.  L."  (C.  &  D.,  March  29,  p.  408),  I 
had  some  experience  of  the  wholesale  about  the  time 
of  which  he  writes,  and  can  remember  John  Bell's 
pharmacy  in  Oxford  Street  and  Morson's  retail  shop  in 
Southampton  Row  and  their  wholesale  on  the  other 
side  of  the  road  near  Holborn.  The  fioormen  where  I 
was  employed  received  from  25s.  to  28s.  a  week,  the 
foreman  30s.,  and  myself,  in  charge  of  the  floor,  40s., 
while  the  laboratory  chemist  had  £3,  and  was  con- 
sidered to  be  in  one  of  the  good  jobs.  I  am  not 
sure  that  I  would  regret  going  back  to  those  days 
if  expenses  were  reduced  to  their  original  level;  berths 
were  not  so  hard  to  get  then.  It  may  be,  as  "  H.  L." 
says,  that  the  chemist  has  sold  his  profession  to  the 
P.A.T.A.,  but  it  is  difficult  to  envisage  what  would 
have  happened  if  there  had  been  no  price  protection; 
certainly  there  would  not  have  been  the  number  of 
chemists'  shops  there  are  to-day.  I  am  inclined  to 
think  with  "  H.  L."  that  the  days  gone  by  were  the 
"  good  old  days  ";  when  we  think  of  what  the  phar- 
macist has  lost  since  then,  of  the  1908  Act,  of  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Act,  and  so  on,  the  only  thing  I  can  think 
of  which  has  improved  is  the  length  of  the  working 
day. — Yours  truly,  Looking  Back  (7/4). 

Departmental  Committee's  Report 

Sir, — The  part  of  the  draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Bill  which  is  going  to  cause  the  greatest  controversy  is 
that  which  would  enable  any  trader  to  sell  Part  I 
poisons  merely  by  registration;  if  this  becomes  law 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  any  little  advantage  there  might 
be  in  being  a  registered  pharmacist  is  practically  wiped 
out.  Part  I  poisons  on  the  present  Schedule  are  more 
frequently  refused  than  sold;  the  restrictions  and  the 
onus  on  the  pharmacist  are  already  so  great  that  any 
small  sales  which  might  be  made  are  hardly  worth 
while,  and  this  position  is  not  improved  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  new  Bill.  Therefore,  if  legislation  were 
to  ensue  on  these  lines  we  should  find  that  we  were 
allowed  to  sell  a  certain  number  of  Part  I  poisons, 
which  we  only  actually  sold  in  rare  cases  where  we 
were  in  no  doubt  of  the  purchaser's  bona  fides,  and 
all  the  other  poisons  could  be  bought  without  any 
formality  at  other  shops.  If  the  new  Poisons  Schedule 
followed  on  similar  lines  to  the  present  one  there 
are  many  items  which  can  now  only  be  sold  by 
chemists  which  would  be  liberated. — Yours,  etc..

As  you  are  aware,  it  is  usually  prepared 
extempore  by  mixing  flowers  of  sulphur  with  treacle 
in  no  definite  proportions.  However,  as  a  result  of 
some  experiments,  we  would  suggest  the  following  more

— It  is 
practically  useless  to  waste  time  in  trying  to  treat  for 
woolball  in  lambs;  the  only  way  to  get  rid  of  them 
is  by  cutting  where  they  are  situated,  which  is  a  deli- 
cate and  complicated  operation  and  usually  terminates 
fatally.  Castor  oil  and  anodynes,  pepsin.,  nitro-hydro- 
chloric  acid,  are  all  given,  but  only  afford  temporary 
relief. — (2)  Treatment  of  curd. — For  curd  in  calves 
and  lambs  give  a  brisk  dose  of  castor  oil,  followed 
by  antacids,  such  as  bismuth,  sod.  bicarb.,  and  vege- 
table tonics.  Give  the  following,  combined  with 
pepsin :  — 

Sod.  bicarb   3.i. 

Bismuth,  subnit   gr  30-40 

Nucis  vomic.  pulv.    gr.  30 

Gentian,  pulv. 

Calami  pulv.    aa.  33. 

To  dissolve  the  curd  give  ac.  hydrochlor.  dil.  in 
doses  of  10-30  m  in  water  daily.  Glycerin  of  pepsin 
and  dilute  ac.  nitro-hydrochloric,  once  daily  with  the 
powder  is  recommended  in  some  cases. 

Both  in  the  removal  of  woolballs  and  the  dissolving 
of  curds  in  lambs  and  calves,  immediate  attention  and 
means  of  cure  are  essential,  otherwise  death  occurs 
within  a  very  short  period. 


A.  N.  T.  (21/8). — Waving  Lotion. — This  preparation 
is  used  with  a  permanent-wave  machine;  it  smells 
strongly  of  ammonia.  The  adhesive  appears  to  be  a 
mixture  of  dextrin  and  soluble  starch,  as  both  are  in- 
dicated. The  proportion  of  the  two  together  is  0.25 
per  cent. 


Legal  Queries 

/.  T.  T.  (5/  2). — The  owner  of  a  patent  has  gone  bank- 
rupt. Is  it  permissible  to  manufacture  an  article  similar 
to  the  one  covered  by  the  patent?  [The  bankruptcy  of 
the  patentee  does  not  make  the  patent  void.  The  pro- 
perty in  the  patent  vests  in  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy, 
who  can  take  legal  proceedings  to  restrain  any  infringe- 
ment of  it  or  to  recover  damages.] 

/.  H.  (18 /i). — All  weights  and  measures  on  a  trader's 
premises  are  considered  to  be  in  use  for  trade,  and 
must  be  certified  and  stamped.  Unless  you  can  prove 
that  the  weights  are  not  used  for  trade  purposes — for 
instance,  that  they  are  used  only  on  an  analytical 
balance — it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  have  the  metric 
weights  in  question  duly  stamped. 

W.  A.  R.  (21  / 1). — If  the  registered  trade  mark  is 
applicable  to  an  individual  preparation  only  this  implies 
an  ostensible  claim  to  a  proprietary  right  in  the  article, 
and  consequently  renders  it  liable  to  medicine-stamp 
duty.  Further,  the  inclusion  of  a  reference  to  an  ail- 
ment in  the  title  or  in  any  printed  matter  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  article  renders  it  liable  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty. 

/.  H.  (28/3)  is  discharging  an  assistant  who  has  been 
in  his  employ  for  a  year  without  having  had  a  holiday. 
Is  the  assistant  entitled  to  a  holiday,  or  wages  in  lieu 
thereof?  [An  assistant  has  no  legal  right  to  a  holiday 
unless  the  contract  of  service  gives  him  the  right  to  one, 
or  unless  he  is  employed  at  a  holiday  resort  and  under 
the  special  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  he  has  been 
deprived  of  his  weekly  half-holiday  or  worked  "  extra 
hours  "  during  the  holiday  months.] 

Conway  (25  /  3) . — A  domestic  servant  gave  her 
employer  a  month's  notice  on  March  21.  Does  the 
month  expire  on  April  21,  or  at  the  end  of  four  weeks, 
that  is  to  say  on  March  18?  If  the  employer  decides 
that  it  would  be  more  convenient  if  the  servant  were 
to  leave  at  the  end  of  the  first  fortnight,  will  it  be 
sufficient  to  pay  her  her  full,  wages  up  to  the  end 
of  the  month  without  any  additional  sum  in  respect 
of  board  and  lodging?  [The  period  of  notice  will  expire 
at  the  end  of  a  calendar  month,  that  is  to  say,  on 
April  21.  In  our  opinion,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  pay 
the  servant  her  full  wages  up  to  that  date  if  the 
employer  wishes  her  to  leave  before  then.]

The  Reward  of  Research 

A  contemporary  states  that  the  authors  of  "  Phar- 
macographia  "  "  suffered  pecuniary  loss  "  as  the  result 
of  the  first  edition  of  their  work.  This  is  no  doubt 
true  in  a  sense;  but,  seeing  that  every  copy  of  that 
edition  was  sold,  it  would  not  reflect  much  credit  on 
the  publishers'  powers  of  calculation  if  it  were  the  case 
that  the  expenses  of  publication  were  actually  more 
than  the  receipts.  The  net  result  of  the  first  edition 
was  a  cheque  for  something  less  than  £20  to  each  of 
the  authors — a  sum  which  it  need  hardly  be  said  was 
insufficient  to  pay  for  the  mere  clerical  labour  of  the 
work,  but  was  probably  as  much  as  either  of  them 
expected.

Sheep  Dip. — Sheep  are  clipped  for  a  variety  of  reasons, 
chief  among  which  are  the  following  :  (1)  to  remove  excess 
of  fatty  materials  and  dung  from  the  fleece  prior  to  clip- 
ping, when  the  sheep  are  often  washed  in  running  water 
instead  of  being  dipped  in  a  recognieed  dip  ;  (2)  to  cleanse 
the  skin  from  the  products  of  sweat,  shed  epithelial  scales 
and  other  waste  materials ;  (3)  to  eradicate  the  commoner 
parasitic  animals,  such  as  keds,  lice,  ticks,  etc. ;  (4)  to  act 
as  a  check  upon  the  spread  of  mange  in  the  sheep,  com- 
monly called  "  sheep  scab,"  and  where  that  disease  has 
broken  out,  to  cure  it;  and  (5)  to  prevent  attack  by  the 
sheep-blow  flies  and  consequent  infestation  with  maggots. 
In  different  districts  there  are  different  times  for  dipping 
according  to  the  breeds  kept  and  the  climate.  On 
many  highly  cultivated  farms  in  the  South  of 
England  the  sheep  are  dipped  three  times  a  year  . 
once  before  clipping,  once  soon  after  clipping,  and 
again  in  the  autumn.  In  mountainous  district'-, 
dipping  ordinarily  takes  place  twice  a  year,  the 
early  spring  dipping  being  missed.  There  are  certain  pre- 
cautions that  should  be  observed  with  regard  to  dipping, 
and  the  more  important  of  these  are  :  (1)  Winter  dippings, 
if  they  are  carried  out,  must  not  be  undertaken  later  than 
three  weeks  to  a  month  before  lambing  begins,  lest  the 
ewes  are  hurt  by  the  handling  they  receive  and  abort 
subsequently.  (2)  Early  spring  washing  or  dipping  must 
be  carried  out  with  a  solution  which  does  not  harm  the 
wool,  making  the  fibres  brittle  or  stained.  Carbolic  acid 
and  pitch  oil  preparations  should  be  avoided,  and  if 
arsenic  dips  are  used  they  should  not  be  employed  at  full 
strength.  (3)  Summer  dipping  should  take  place  when 
there  is  a  sufficiency  of  fleece  to  carry  and  hold  the  dip, 
and  when  parasites  may  most  easily  be  destroyed,  i.e.,  at 
from  two  to  four  or  five  weeks  after  clipping.  (4) 
Autumn  dipping  should  be  finished  before  the  first  frosts 
of  the  season  begin,  and  when  the  weather  is  so  much 
settled  that  rain  is  not  expected  during  the  next  twenty- 
four  hours.  (5)  Sheep  should  always  be  offered  a  drink 
of  water  before  being  dipped  in  hot  weather,  as  there  is 
some  risk  of  thirsty  animals  drinking  the  dip,  with  fatal 
results  if  it  is  of  a  poisonous  variety.  (6)  Sheep  should 
always  be  rested  before  actual  immersion,  especially  if 
recently  brought  in  from  a  hill,  or  when  they  have  walked 
a  distance  to  the  dipper.  This  is  particularly  important 
in  hot  weather.  (7)  Sheep  with  open  wounds  or  sores, 
and  those  that  have  recently  been  attacked  with  maggots 
or  have  been  ill,  should  not  be  dipped  until  the  skin  is 
whole  and  until  they  have  otherwise  recovered.  (8)  Sheep 
must  not  be  turned  out  on  to  grazing  land  immediately 
after  being  dipped,  for  the  drainage  from  their  fleeces 
contaminates  the  herbage,  and  the  sheep,  being  hungry, 
may  eat  sufficient  dip-sodden  grass  to  produce  poisoning. 
They  should  be  allowed  about  fifteen  minutes  or  so  in  the 
draining  pens  as  a  minimum.  After  dipping  operations 
are  finished  the  dip  should  be  disposed  of  in  such  a  way 
that  there  is  no  danger  of  it  contaminating  water  supplies, 
ponds,  streams,  etc.  If  it  can  be  poured  into  a  drain, 
this  is  the  most  satisfactory  means  of  disposal.  "  Double- 
dipping  "  consists  in  dipping  the  sheep  twice  at  intervals 
of  not  less  than  seven  days  and  not  longer  than  fourteen 
daye.  Double-dipping  is  enforced  in  certain  districts 
where  sheep  scab  is  prevalent.  The  sheep  are  dipped 
twice  so  that  the  resistant  eggs  of  the  parasites,  which 
may  escape  destruction  by  the  first  immersion,  shall  have 
time  to  hatch  out  into  the  young  nymph  stages  of  the 
parasite,  and  these  are  destroyed  in  turn  before  they  are 
able  to  mature  and  produce  a  fresh  crop  of  eggs. 


Sheep  Dips,  Labelling.— Under  the  Sheep  Scab  (Amend- 
ment) _  Order  of  1930  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  has  revoked  Article  31  (labels  to  be  affixed  to 
approved  sheep  dips)  of  the  principal  order  and  substi- 
tuted the  following  :  31. — (1)  Every  package  or  other 
receptacle  containing  an  approved  sheep  dip  shall,  before 
being  placed  on  sale  or  delivered  to  a  purchaser,  be  clearly 
and  distinctly  marked  by  the  manufacturer  or  vendor 
thereof  with  a  label  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Minister. 
Such  label  shall  state  the  dilution  at  which  the  sheep  dip 
is  approved  by  the  Minister,  and  shall  certify  that  the 
contents  of  the  package  or  receptacle  are  of  the  same 
quality  and  composition  as  the  sample  submitted  to  the 
Government  chemist  for  examination  and  upon  which  the 
Minister's  approval  is  based.  (2)  If  any  sheep  dip  which 
has  not  been  approved  by  the  Minister  is  falsely  labelled 
with  a  statement*  or  indication  that  it  has  been  co 
approved,  or  if  any  sheep  dip  purporting  to  be  an 
approved  sheep  dip  is  not  marked  with  a  label  as  required 
by  this  Article  the  manufacturer  and  the  retailer  or  other 
person  selling  the  dip  and  the  person  who  shall  have  so 
marked  the  dip  or  caused  it  to  be  so  marked,  knowing  the 
same  to  have  been  falsely  marked,  or  omitting  so  to  mark 
the  dip,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894. 

Sheep  Scab. — See  Animals  Diseases  Acts. 

Shellac  is  the  secretion  of  the  lac  insect,  Tachardia 
lacca,  which  swarms  on  a  number  of  widely  varying 
plants,  of  which  Butea  frondosa  and  Ftcus  religiosa  are 
typical.  The  insect  secretion,  containing  the  dead  bodies 
of  the  insects,  is  gathered  from  the  trees  as  an  incrus- 
tation round  the  smaller  twigs  and  branches.  It  is  more 
or  less  freed  from  the  woody  matter,  and  is  then  marketed 
as  sticklac.  The  bulk  of  the  sticklac  is  produced  round 
about  Calcutta,  the  headquarters  of  the  shellac  industry. 
A  good  deal  of  Siamese  sticklac  is  now  imported  into 
England,  France  and  Germany,  where  the  manufacture 
of  the  purified  lac  has  developed  rapidly  during  the  past 
ten  years.  Sticklac  is  now  always  sold  on  a  contract 
stipulating  for  a  maximum  amount  of  water  (4  to  5  per 
cent.),  and  a  minimum  amount  of  matter  soluble  in  either 
cold  or  hot  alcohol.  In  the  former  case  the  resin  only 
is  determined,  in  the.  latter  the  resin  plvs  the  wax. 
These  contracts,  as  well  as  those  for  ordinary  TN  shellac, 
are  stipulated  to  have  the  given  characters,  Parry's 
analysis  to  be  final.  Seedlac  is  the  crushed  sticklac, 
freed  from  nearly  all  tfye  debris  and  washed.  It  consists 
of  small  grains,  which  are  almost  entirely  soluble  in 
alcohol  and  give  very  high  alcohol  solubility.  Manufac- 
tured lacs  include  the  principal  form  in  which  it  is 
known  to  commerce,  namely,  "  shellac,"  or  leaf  lac, 
which  is  found  in  thin  leaves  and  is  known  as  "  TN  " 
shellac  for  the  ordinary  quality  and  "  Fine  Orange''  for 
the  special  quality.  The  former  is  allowed  to  contain  up 
to  3  per  cent,  of  common  rosin  as  an  adulterant  (the 
origin  of  this  allowance  being  due  to  an  erroneous  belief 
that  the  addition  of  a  little  rosin  assisted  the  filtration 
of  the  melt  through  the  bags),  but  fine  orange  should 
always  be  pure  (except  for  a  little  orpiment  which  is 
added  to  give  it  the  desired  colour).  Garnet  lac  is  a 
deep-coloured  lac  in  thick  plates,  which  is  conventionally 
allowed  to  contain  10  per  cent,  of  rosin.  Pure  garnet 
lac  is,  hQwever,  not  an  article  of  commerce.  Button  lac 
is  lac  melted  and  cooled  in  the  form  of  "  buttons  "  about 
the  size  of  a  crown  piece  upwards  to  a  button  of  about 
three  to  four  inches  in  diameter.  It  is  made  in  all 
qualities,  from  pure  to  a  grade  containing  30  per  cent,  or 
more  of  rosin.  Shellac  contracts  for  forward  delivery 
are  regulated  by  the  London  Shellac  Trade  Association, 
and  TN  quality  may  contain  3  per  cent,  of  rosin.  Prior 
to  1910  the  analysis  of  shellac  was  on  an  unsatisfactory 
basis,  and  the  methods  used  were  not  published.  The 
analysis  of  this  article  was  first  seriously  attacked  by 
E.  J.  Parry,  who  published  a  series  of  papers  in  this 
journal  [C.  &  D.,  1901,  II,  689;  1902,  670;  1903,  I,  175 
and  1905,  556),  and  his  methods  have  been,  and  still  are, 
universally  accepted  (subject  only  to  the  fact  that  the 
American  chemists  adopted  Parry's  method,  substituting 
the  Wij's  method  for  iodine  determination  for  the  Hiibl 
method  with  an  alteration  in  limit  figures  which  indicate 
a  rather  higher  proportion  of  adulteration  than  that  given 
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by  the  Hiibl  method.)  The  Storch-Morawski  reaction  using 
sulphuric  acid  of  s.g.  1.5  on  a  solution  of  shellac  in  acetic 
anhydride  is  useful  for  detecting  adulteration  with  rosin. 
The  following  test  is,  however,  given  by  Parry.  The 
sample  is  dissolved  in  warm  alcohol  and  poured  into 
water,  which  precipitates  the  mixed  resins  in  a  state  of 
very  fine  division.  This  is  then  dried  with  blotting 
paper,  and  again  in  a  dessicator  resulting  in  an  almost 
impalpable  powder.  It  is  then  shaken  with  petroleum 
spirit  and  filtrate  shaken  with  very  dilute  copper  acetate 
solution.  If  a  very  small  amount  of  rosin  is  present  the 
petroleum  spirit  will  turn  a  bright  green  colour,  due  to 
the  presence  of  copper  salts  of  the  rosin  acids,  which  are 
soluble  in  petroleum  spirit  and  have  this  green  colour. 
The  copper  salts  of  shellac  acids  are  neither  green  nor 
soluble  in  petroleum  spirit.  The  iodine  absorption  value 
is  the  only  suitable  method  for  the  quantitative  valuation 
of  shellac.  Parry  (loc.  cit.)  gives  the  following  figures 
for  a  series  of  typical  samples  of  known  origin,  using 
the  Hiibl  method  :— Button  lac,  7.8,  8.6,  7.9,  7.5,  8.7 ; 
orange  lac,  9.6,  8.0,  11.0,  9.1,  9.4,  10.0,  8.0,  10.2,  8.1,  10.1, 
7.6,  8.9;  lac  stripped  from  original  twigs,  7.3  to  8.6;  seed- 
lac,  7.9  to  11.0.  The  average  iodine  value  for  rosin  is 
125,  and  for  shellac  may  be  taken  as  10.  Parry  gives  the 
following  method  for  estimation  of  colophony  in  shellac. 
It  is  only  suitable  when  more  than  20  per  cent, 
of  the  colophony  is  present.  It  is  based  upon  Gladding 
and  Twitchell's  method  for  the  separation  of  fatty  and 
resin  acids.  About  0.5  gm.  of  the  sample  is  dissolved 
in  the  smallest  possible  amount  of  alcohol  and  carefully 
treated  with  alcoholic  potassium  hydroxide  until  just 
neutral,  using  phenolphthalein  as  indicator.  This  solu- 
tion is  poured  into  about  100  c.c.  of  water  in  a  separator 
and  about  0.5  gm.  silver  nitrate  in  a  little  water  added, 
upon  which  the  acids  are  precipitated  as  silver  salts. 
The  liquid  is  then  twice  shaken  with  ether,  which  results 
in  the  silver  salts  of  the  resin  acids  of  colophony  being 
dissolved,  but  leaves  the  silver  compounds  of  the  shellac 
acids  insoluble.  The  solution  is  filtered  and  washed 
repeatedly  with  water  to  remove  excess  of  silver  nitrate. 
It  is  then  well  shaken  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  to 
decompose  the  silver  salts.  Silver  chloride  is  precipi- 
tated, and  the  resin  acids  recovered  by  evaporation  to 
dryness.  The  iodine  value  of  the  recovered  resin  acids 
will  give  their  purity.  The  results  obtained  by  this 
method  are  rather  high  as  a  small  amount  of  the  neutral 
constituents  of  the  shellac  is  dissolved  in  the  ether 
The  uses  of  shellac  are  numerous.  Among  the  most 
important  is  the  manufacture  of  gramophone  records, 
varnishes  and  polishes.  It  is  also  used  for  stiffening 
hats  and  some  textile  materials  such  as  crepe,  and  for 
insulation  purposes.  It  is  a  constituent  of  sealing-wax, 
marine  glues,  and  certain  classes  of  cement.  The  chemi- 
cal composition  of  shellac  has  not  been  conclusively 
settled.  It  contains  various  impurities  up  to  about  4 
per  cent.  There  is  present  up  to  about  6  per  cent,  of 
wax,  from  2  to  6  per  cent,  of  laccin  pigment,  and  a 
small  amount  of  laccainic  acid  C16H120R,  which  is  closely 
allied  to  the  colouring  matter  of  the  cochineal.  The 
bulk  of  the  shellac  is  contained  in  the  resinous  matter. 
It  was  prepared  by  Tschirch  by  removing  the  wax  by 
exhausting  crushed  shellac  under  a  reflux  condenser  with' 
petroleum  spirit.  The  dried  residue  was  repeatedly 
treated  with  warm  water  until  the  liquid  was  no  longer 
coloured ;  35  per  cent,  of  the  purified  resinous  matter 
was  soluble  in  ether,  and  consisted  of  a  small  amount 
of  higher  fatty  acids,  *a  yellow  colouring  matter  called 
erythrolaccin,  C15Hln02  +  H20,  a  small  amount  of  an 
odoriferous  crystalline  substance,  and  substances  which 
appeared  to  be  resenes.  The  remaining  65  per  cent, 
was  chiefly  the  aleuritic  ester  of  a  very  unstable  resino- 
tannol.  Harris  and  Nagel  (Ber.  1922,  55,  _  [13],  3833) 
have  examined  shellac  resin.  The  resin  insoluble  in 
ether  was  treated  with  normal  potassium  hydroxide  solu- 
tion and  deposited  22  to  24  per  cent,  of  potassium 
aleuritate.  The  filtrate  was  acidified  with  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  and  extracted  with  ether  yielding  a  mixture  of  resin 
acids,  which  were  esterified  with  methyl  alcohol  and 
hvdrogen    chloride.      Methyl    shelloate    Cl7H2106,  was 


obtained,  crystallising  in  long  prismatic  rods.  The  free 
acid  termed  sbelloic  acid,  was  obtained  on  hydrolysis. 
This  forms  colourless  leaflets  with  m.p.  199.5  to  201°. 
The  non-crystalline  residue  after  separation  of  the  methyl 
shelloate  consists  of  compounds  of  hydroxy-acids.  As 
the  resin  does  not  contain  a  free  acid  it  is  conceived 
that  the  resinous  matter  is  a  mixture  of  hydroxy-acids 
united  to  each  other  in  the  form  of  lactides  or  lactones. 
Shellac  is  bleached  with  chloride  compounds  to  form 
"  white  shellac."  This  treatment  considerably  alters  the 
constituents  of  the  shellac  rendering  the  analytical  values 
different  from  those  for  normal  shellac. 

Cultivation. — An  account  of  the  lac  industry  in 
the  "  Agricultural  Journal  of  India,"  by  the  late  Mr. 
H.  Maxwell  Lefroy,  Imperial  Entomologist  of  India, 
throws  some  light  on  the  variation  in  the  quality  of 
pure  lac.  He  states  that  much  might  be  done  to  increase 
the  yield  of  lac  if  the  time  of  emergence  of  the  young 
insect  was  observed,  and  if  the  twigs  with  young  insects 
upon  them  were  placed  upon  trees  of  the  same  kind. 
This  is  an  important  point,  since  the  lac  insect  on 
different  trees  emerges  at  different  periods,  and  it  is 
only  at  this  period  that  they  are  capable  of  moving 
about.  They  are  then  very  small,  reddish  in  colour, 
with  three  pairs  of  legs  and  a  pair  of  feelers,  and  move 
actively  until  they  find  a  suitable  spot  for  inserting 
their  probosces  into  the  soft  tissue  of  the  twigs.  They 
then  settle  down  in  a  vertical  position.  The  female 
never  moves,  but  the  males,  of  which  there  is  a  winged 
and  wingless  form,  emerge  in  a  few  weeks  to  fertilise 
the  females  and  then  die.  The  females  grow  rapidly 
until  their  resinous  coverings  unite  to  form  the  lac 
encrusting  the  twigs,  known  as  stick  lae.  Each  insect  has 
white  filaments  projecting  through  the  apex  of  the  cell 
which  give  a  white  appearance  to  the  incrustation.  This 
white  ajjpearance  is  regarded  as  a  sign  of  health,  since 
they  serve  to  keep  open  a  way  for  the  excrement,  and  for 
the  admission  of  air.  The  body  of  the  female  becomes 
full  of  eggs  which  she  lays  in  the  cells,  and  when  all  are 
laid  she  dies.  It  is  just  at  this  period  that  the  insect 
can  be  transferred  from  one  district  to  another.  This  is 
done  by  tying  a  piece  of  lac  incrustation  full  of  eggs  to 
a  healthy  young  shoot  of  the  same  kind  of  tree  as  that 
on  which  it  was  found.  It  should  be  attached  as  near 
the  base  of  a  new  twig  as  possible.  If  long  enough 
across  two  twigs  as  the  young  brood  spreads  in  every 
direction.  The  plantation  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
insect  should  be  heavily  pruned  or  even  pollarded  so  as 
to  give  rise  to  numerous  green  shoots,  most  pieces  _  of 
which  are  selected  by  the  new  brood.  This  pruning 
should  take  place  six  months  previously ;  thus  the  trees 
for  the  June  brood  should  be  pruned  in  January,  and 
those  for  the  October  brood  should  be  pruned  in  May. 
In  a  wild  state  the  tree  only  produces  a  crop  once  in 
about  three  years,  but  under  cultivation  when  healthy 
shoots  are  provided  a  crop  is  obtained  annually,_  or 
even  in  six  months.  The  best  kind  of  lac  is  obtained 
from  the  "  kusum  "  tree  (Schleichera  trijuga),  but  as 
this  is  a  forest  tree  growing  in  hilly  ground  in  Bengal 
its  cultivation  is  expensive.  The  next  quality  is  obtained 
from  the  "  ber  "  tree  (Zizyphos  jujuba),  which  is  widely 
spread  and  will  grow  on  uncultivated  6oil  that  cannot 
be  used  for  other  crops,  and  for  which  only  a  few  days' 
labour  is  required  twice  a  year.  In  Sind  and  Rajputana 
lac  is  cultivated  on  the  "  babul  "  tree  (Acacia  arabica), 
and  yields  a  very  good  lac.  It  is  found  over  a  wide 
area  and  might  be  more  extensively  used  for  lac,  but 
the  lac  insect  that  feeds  on  it  will  not  produce  lac 
on  other  trees.  This  is  the  case  with  the  lac  insect 
feeding  on  the  "  kusum  "  tree,  which  will  not  produce 
lac  on  any  other  species,  but  the  lac  insect  feeding 
on  the  "ber"  will  produce  it  when  placed  on  the 
"  palas  "  tree  or  the  Indian  bean,  Caejanus  indicus. 
Lac  has  several  enemy  caterpillars  of  the  genus  Eublemna 
and  Hypatima,  which  feed  on  the  lac  on  the  trees,  and 
others  of  the  genus  Ephestia  will  attack  the  stick  lac 
after  it  is  harvested.
